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ACT OF INCORPORATION

Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist 

Churches in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity — Parsed May, 

1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Good- 
win, Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, -Robert Francis, Elisha Cush- 
man, Roswell Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, 
Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner 
and their associates, be, and they are hereby made and constituted a 
body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Convention of 
the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name 
they and their successors shall and may have perpetual succession; 
shall be capable of suing and being sued, plead and being impleaded, 
in all suits of what nature soever, may have a common seal, and the 
same alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, purchase, re- 
ceive hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the an- 
nual income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Pro- 
vided that said income, whatever may be the amount thereof, be an- 
nually expended and appropriated to the purposes designated in said 
petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and 
such other officers and agents as they may find necessary or conven- 
ient; may make by-laws respecting the number, qualification, and du- 
ties of their officers and members, prescribe the mode of election, and 
admission of members, the time, place, and manner of holding their 
meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other by- 
laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the 
government and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure 
the essential objects of said Convention as expressed in their consti- 
tution, not repugnant to the laws of this State or the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Bap- 
tist Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Mid- 
dlesex, on the second Wednesday of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock 
in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended, or appealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by thijb Assembly: — That said corporation be hereafter 
called and known by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist Conven- 
tion.” 
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Resolve in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by the 
name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the 
General Assembly of this state, May session, 1824, may hereafter have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, oi’ mixed, 
the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars. 


Resolve in Al^ration, Passed April 2, 1909. 

Resolved by this Assembly That the resolution incorporating 
The Connecticut Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by 
adding at the end thereof the following: “Said Convention may ac- 
cept and 'hold, absolutely or as trustee, such funds as may be giveil 
devised, or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or way 
as may be directed by the instrument making such gift, devise, or 
bequest, when such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion there- 
of shall be for the benefit of said Convention or individuals or 
churches affiliated therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION 


Article I. The name of this body shall be The Connecticut Bap- 
tist Convention. 

Article II. The object of this Convention shall be to promote the 
preaching of the Gospel, and the organization and maintenance of Bap- 
tist Churches and Sunday-schools in the State of Connecticut, and to 
act as the agent of Baptist Churches and people of Connecticut in ad- 
vancing the Kingdom of God everywhere, and particularly in promo- 
ting the missionary, educational and philanthropic interests of the 
Baptist denomination. 

Article III. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the 
Baptist Churches in Connecticut, of the same faith and order as the^ 
present associated Baptist Churches. Each of such churdhes as shall 
have contributed to the funds of the convention during the year last 
preceeding the annual meeting, may be represented by its pastor and 
one delegate for every one hundred and fraction of one hundred resi- 
dent members provided that no church shall he entitled to more than 
five delegates besides its pastor. Every church having one or more 
schools connected therewith may elect and send an additional delegate 
to represent each such school. 

All members of the general denomination Boards living within 
the State; officers and trustees of this Convention; members of the 
State Board of Promotion; and members of the Women’s State Home 
and Foreign Missionary organizations; officera of the Connecticut 
Baptist Education Society, shall be ex-officio delegates to the meet- 
ings of the Convention and entitled to all the privileges usually ac- 
corded to such delegates. 

Article IV The officers of the Convention shall be a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, Secretary, Treasurer, and Auditor, all of whom 
shall be elected annually by ballot, and whose duties shall be specified 
in by laws adopted by the Convention. 

Article V There shaT be a Board of Trustees not exceeding forty - 
five (45) in number one-third of Avhom shall, after the Board is fully 
organized, be elected each year by ballot for the term of three years, 
and said Board shall be divided into three classes as nearly equal as 
may be, to serve for one, two and three years respectively. At least 
one-third of said Board shall be women and at least one-third men. 
At the annual meeting at which this amended constitution shall be 
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adopted, six ■women shall be elected in classes of one, two and three 
years. At least one-third of the trustees shall be laymen. As vacan- 
cies occur in the Board of Trustees other than by expiration of term 
of service, in the absence of special reason to the contrary, such va- 
cancies shall be filled by electing women until one-third of the Board 
shall be women. The Trustees, together with the officers of the Con- 
vention, shall constitute a Board of Management ,in which shall be 
vested all the privileges and authority of the Convention when the 
Convention its not in session. The duties of the Board of Trustees 
shall be specified in by-laws adopted by the Convention. 

Article VI There shall be a State Board of Promotion to act as 
the medium through which the Convention and the churches shall co- 
operate with the General Board of Promotion of The Northern Bap- 
tist Convention. Said Board shall consist of the President and Secre- 
tary of this Convention and (such members as the By-Laws shall pre- 
scribe. All members of the General Board of Promotion of the North- 
ern Baptist Convention resident within the territory of the state con- 
vention, except the salaries officials of the national boards and soci- 
eties, shall be advisory members of the iState Board of Promotion. 
Outside of the President, Secretary and advisory members, at least 
one-third of the members of said Board shall be women and at least 
one-third men. 

Article VII The Constitution may be altered or amended by a 
two-thirds vote of all the delegatefs present at any annual meeting, af- 
ter one year’s previous notice. 


By-Laws for Government of the Meetings 
of the Convention 

1 Meetings 

1. The Convention shall meet on Tuesday, preceding the third 
Wednesday in October, at 10 o’clock A. M., and the morning shall he 
devoted to the transaction of busiess in the following order: 

Calling to order. 

Reading of the Scriptures and Prayer. 

Report of Program Committee. 

Addresks of the President. 

Report of the Trustees. 

Report of the Treasurer. 

Election of officers. 

Annual sermon. 

2. The subsequent meetings of the Convention shall be under the 
control of the Committee on Program, which Committee shall have 
the power to make all arangements for speakers at the Convention 
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other than the preacher of the annual sermon and shall have the power 
to apportion the time of the meetings of the Convention as the differ- 
ent branches of Convention work may require, subject to the approval 
of the Convention at its first meeting. 

3. No objects other than those provided for by the constitution 
shall be presented at the annual meeting, unless by unanimous con- 
sent of the Convention. 

4. The proceedings of the meetings of the Convention shall be 
regulated by the ordinary rules governing deliberate asiSiemblies. 

5. At the close of the Convention the Secretary shall submit the 
minutes of the meetings of the Convention to the Program Committee 
and upon the approval of this Committee of the minutes, they .shall 
stand ais approved minutes of the Convention. 

II. Committees / 

1. The President shall appoint all Committees unless otherwise 
ordered. Standing Committees shall be appointed as follows: 

(1) Program for succeeding year. (2) Obituaries. (3) New Churches 
(4) State of Churches; and isuch other Committees as may be deemed 
necessary or expedient. 

Sec. 1. The President of the State Convention shall annually ap- 
point a Commission of Religious Education. Three members of the 
Commission shall be appointed for a term of three years, three mem- 
bers for a term of two years and three members for a term of one 
year; and thereafter, each year three membens shall be appointed for 
a term of three years. At least one member of the Commission shall 
be a member of the Convention Board and all members shall be se- 
lected because of their fitness to serve, and their interest in Religious 
Education. In addition to the nine members suggested above the 
General Secretary or Superintendent of Missions of the Convention, 
and the Director of Religious Education shall be ex-officio members 
of the Commission. The Director of Religious Education shall be the 
executive officer of the Commission. 

DUTIES. 

Sec. 2. The Commisiision of Religious Education .shall promote 
and direct the work of Religious Education in its different phases, in- 
cluding Sunday School and Young People’s Work, Teacher Training, 
Missionary Education, Daily Vocation Bible Schools and all other 
lines of study and instruction included in a comprehensive and bal- 
anced program of Religious Education for the local church. No 
scheme of training or organization shall be promoted in the State in 
the name of the Denomination without the approval of the Commiss- 
sion. 
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Within ten days after appointment, the Commission shall meet 
and elect its own Chairman, Vice-chairman and Recording Secretary 
and shall establish and hold regular meetings quarterly at least, and 
may hold special meetings if deemed necessary in the prosecution of 
its work. 

BUDGET. 

Sec. 3. The Commission shall make an annual budget of expense 
deemed necessary to carry on its work and report the same to the 
Convention Board at its regular meeting before the annual meeting 
of the Convention. The Board shall adopt or change the same ac- 
cording to its discretion. Within the limits of the budget authorized 
by the Convention Board all expenses incurred by the Commission in 
carrying on its work shall be paid from the treasury of thfe Conven- 
tion, after being approved by the Commission and the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Convention Board. 

REPORTS 

Sec. 4. The Commission shall render a full and detailed report 
to the Convention annually. 

Sec. 5. The Commission shall maintain working relations with 
the American Baptist Publication Sobiety and the General Board of 
Education of the Northern Baptist Convention, in order to participate 
in the development of the denominational plans for religious educa- 
tion. 

Time shall be allowed by the Program Committee for reports of 
these Committees. 


111. State Board of Promotioin. 

(1) Beside the President and Secretary of the Convention, and 
the Advisory members of the State Board of Promotion, the Trustees 
at their first meeting in each year shall elect such number of other 
members of said Board of Promotion as in their judgment will best 
promote the efficiency of said Board. 

(2) Said state Board of Promotion shall elect a Vice-President 
from among its members. 

(3) Said Board of Promotion may, subject to the approval of the 
Board of Management, appoint a Promotion Agent, who shall under 
the direction of the Secretary, see to it that all moneys provided by 
the Convention and the churches for the aid of the Northern Baptist 
Convention or any particular society or organization connected there- 
with, shall be regularly and promptly collected and paid over to the 
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General Board of Promotion of the Northern Baptist Convention for 
the benefit of the Boards, Societies or Organizations' for which said 
money shall have been raised. 

(4) Said Agent may be a man or a woman and need not be a 
Trustee of the Convention, and may be required to give a bond for the 
faithful performance of his or her duties. The Board of Management 
may require such bond and shall fix the compensation of said Agent 
and the source from which the same shall be furnished. 

IV. The Board of Trustees 

1. The Board of Trustees shall hold three meetings during the 
year; one immediately after the session of the Convention, one in the 
month of April, and one on the. day preceding the next meeting of 
the Convention. Special meetings of the Board may be called by the 
President at any time and shall be called by him at the request in 
writing of five members of the Board. 

2. The President of the Convention shall preside at all meetings 
of the Board; in his absence the First Vice-President shall preside; 
in the absence of the President and the Vice-President the Second 
Vice-President shall preside; and in the absence of all three, the Board 
shall choose a President pro tern. The Secretary of the Convention 
shall be ex-officio Secretary of the Board. 

3. At the first meeting of the Board each year, it shall elect from 
its members an Executive Committee of fifteen, including the Presi- 
dent, the two Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, Secretary and Auditor. It 
shall also appoint a Finance Committee of three. It may appoint other 
committees if deemed expedient. 

4. The Board of Trustees may appoint a General Secretary who 
shall have the oversight of the work of the Convention under the 
direction of the Board” or its Executive Committee. 

5. The salary of the General Secretary shall be fixed by the 
Board and his year of service shall be from the time of his appoint- 
ment until the next subsequent meeting of the Convention. The 
Board may also employ such persons as it may deem necessary to 
carry on the work and purposes of the Convention upon such terms 
as may seem proper to it. 

6. The Board shall have power to provide means for raising funds 
for the Convention; also to dispose of said funds according to the 
provisions of the charter and the constitution. 

7. All appropriations in aid of churches and for payment of 
missionaries and for other purposes shall be made by the Board in 
accordance with the regulations laid down in the by-laws. 

8. The Board shall report to, the Convention at its annual meet- 
ing. 
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V. The Executive Committee. 

The Executive Committee shall meet at least four times during 
the year in the months of October, January, April and July, and at any 
other time at the call of the President. All applications for aid from 
churches which have not been passed upon by the Board shall be 
considered and passed upon by the Executive Committee, provided, 
however, that no grant of aid made by such Committee shall be bind- 
ing beyond the next regular meeting of the Board of Trustees. When 
the Board is not in session its authority shall vest in the Executive 
Committee, but no contract or agreement made by the Executive 
Committee shall remain in force beyond the time of the next ensuing 
meeting of the Board of Trustees, unless approved by the Board, 
except in such cases as have been referred to the Executive Commit- 
tee for final action. 

The Executive Committee shall make full report of all its trans- 
actions to the next ensuing meeting of the Board of Trustees. 


VI. Duties of Officers and Finance Committee. 

1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Convention, 
of the Board of Trustees, and of the Executive Committee. 

2. The Vice-President shall perform the duties of the President 
during his absence. 

3. The Treasurer shall have charge of the funds of the Conven- 
tion. He shall be the custodian of the securities of the Convention, 
and shall keep a careful record of all permanent, conditional, and 
special trust funds, with a brief statement of the conditions under 
which they are held and the particulars concerning their investment. 
He shall keep each class of funds separate ^d distinct from every 
other, and from the several funds of the Convention. He shall pre- 
pare a monthly statement of the conditions of the treasury and submit 
the same to the Executive Committee through the Secretary. He 
shall execute all financial documents, and when necessary, affix there- 
to the seal of the Convention unless the Board of Trustees shall 
otherwise specifically direct. He shall make payments out of the 
treasury only upon the written order of the Secretary. Whenever 
required by the Executive Committee he shall give bonds to such an 
amount as they may direct. 

4. The Secretary shall keep a faithful record of all the meetings 
of the Convention, of the Board of Trustees, and of the Executive 
Committee. The quarterly reports of the churches aided by the 
Convention, and of the missionaries employed, shall be made to the 
Board through him, and he shall prepare, for each meeting of the 
Board and of its Executive Committee, a statement of the business 
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■which needs to he brought before it. He shall draw orders on the 
treasury only as authorized by the Board of Trustees of its Executive 
Committees. 

5. The Auditor shall audit the accounts of the Treasurer and 
make a report thereof to the Convention once a year, and eacE" quarter 
if required by the Board. 

6. The Finance Committee shall have charge of, and approve by 
their signatures, the investment of all the trust funds of the Con- 
vention subject to the approval of the Executive Committee. They 
may require of the Treasurer, statements of all transactions relating 
to the trust funds, and of current receipts and expenditures when- 
ever they deem it necessary. They may authorize the temporary 

' transfer by the Treasurer of the fimds of the Convention from one, 
class to another whenever they may deem it necessary. They may, 
■with the Secretary, direct the payment of amoimts, not exceeding 
fifty dollars, in exigencies that cannot await the action of the Board 
or of its Executive Committee. Under no circumstances shall any 
of the funds of the Convention be. loaned to any officer, legal advisor, 
or member of the Executive Committee, or to any corporation or 
business enterprise in which any of them is personally interested. 


VII. Rules to Govern Appropriations. 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their 
quarterly reports to the Board through the Secretary. All appro- 
priations to churches shall be made quarterly, and no application for 
aid will be considered until the report of the church has been re- 
ceived. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first weeks in 
October, January, April and July. 

2. Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to 
churches only when such churches have settled pastors, and when 
they shall have made, within the year preceding, contributions for 
at least three objects of benevolence, including the Domestic Mission 
work of the Connecticut Baptist Convention, and when they shall 
have satisfied the Board that their methods of raising funds are 
systematic, and best adapted for securing the largest possible reve- 
nues from their local constituencies. 

3. No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the 
judgement of the Executive Committee the pastor of the church is 
not considered worthy of such aid. It is therefore required that any 
church, without a pastor, applying for aid, shall confer with the 
General Secretary, or the Executive Committee, before the choice 
and settlement of a pastor. 
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4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward 
the erection of any house of worship until the approval of the plan 
by the Executive Committee shall have been secured; and In all 
cases where such appropriations amount to $500 or more, the church 
or society so aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of trust of 
the property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time 
as the Board of Trustees shall deem it expedient to. reconvey the 
property. 

5; No appropriation shall be made to a church until its applica- 
tion has been approved by a Missionary Committee representing 
the Association within whose territory the church is located; said 
committee to be elected by the Association, or, in case of failure to 
elect, appointed by the President. 

VIII. The General Secretary. 

The Geneial Secretary shall have the oversight and cafe of the 
entire work of the Convention under the direction of the Executive 
Committee. He shall visit the churches aided by the Convention as 
frequently as may be, consistently with his other duties. He shall 
investigate any new enterprises that should be brought to the atten- 
tion of the Board and report the same. He shall, as opportunity 
may offei, present the claims of the Convention before the churches 
and receive subscriptions and collections for the Convention. He 
shall be present at all meetings of the Board, and of the Executive 
Committee, to counsel and advise in all their actions, but shall have 
no vote. He shall advise the churches aided by the Convention on 
all matters in which his advice is asked, but he shall not pledge the 
Convention to any pecuniary aid except as authorized in each case 
by the Board of Trustees or by its Executive Committee, provided, 
however, that the General Secretary, by and with the consent of the 
President, may, in emergencies, expend not more than $100 in any 
one month in connection with the provision of supplies *or pastorless 
and needy churches, necessary evangelistic or missionary services, 
or matters connected therewith. 

IX. Amendments. 

These by-laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treas- 
urer and of the Finance Committee, may be changed or additions 
made thereto at any meeting of the Board of Trustees by a majority 
vote. 

buch of the by-laws as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and 
of the Finance Committee shall be of equal binding force with the 
provisions of the constitution, and can be changed by a two-thirds 
vote of all the members present at' the annual meeting of the Con- 
vention, and after one year’s notice. 
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Legacies and Annnuities. 

In all legal documents the name of the organization should 
appear as “The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” The General Sec- 
retary of the Convention will be glad to talk with or advise any person 
desirious of making a bequest for the direct uses of the Convention or 
for the Convention to hold in trust for the purposes of any particular 
object. Gifts of money ultimately for the benefit of the Contention 
will be gladly accepted and interest according to the establisheo 
annuity rates will be paid to the donor during life. This plan has the 
advantage of yielding an exceptionally large rate of interest to the 
donor during life and assures the Convention of the entire amount 
of money desired to be given at the death of the donor without de- 
duction by the settlement of the estate. 

The General Secretary will be glad at any time to give further 
information in regard to this matter. 
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Ninety-sixth Annual Session 
of the 

CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION 




Norwich, Conn., October 14, 1919 

The Ninety-Sixth annual meeting of The Connecticut Bap- 
tist Convention was held in the meeting house of the Central 
Baptist Church of Norwich on the abows date, 

Eev. George E. Atha led the opening devotional service, 
singing, ‘‘Cornu Thou Almighty King,” and reading from 
Ezikiel 3 :17-21. 

The Convention was called to order at 10:30 a. m. by Pres- 
ident Lackey. 

Hon. Allyn L. Brown, Mayor of Norwich, gave the address 
of Welcome. He said: “Ladies and gentlemun of the Conven- 
tion. We really feel it is time that this church gave giueting 
to the Convention again, for it has been 15 years since you last 
met here; the first time in 1877, the second in 1884, the third 
in 1894, the fourth in 1904, so that we are really five years 
behind hand. 

I express the greeting of the other Baptist Churches of the 
city. I assume the right to givu the greeting for the whole 
town of about 30,000 people. We have twenty churches; we 
are called “The Eose of New England,” and as such we greet 
you. 

We need you, for one of the most noted men of the period 
and yet the most infamous of men, Benedict Arnold was born 
in this city. The first Baptist Church was organized in 1800 
and we have not had a Benedict Arnold here since that time. 
We are glad to have the Convention here .because we realize 
what it means to have a state gathering of this kind here. At 
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a time when the smaller churches are being depleted of the 
old native stock and the foreign born are taking the place of 
the natives who dm or move away. , It is certain that the 
country churches need all the inspiration of such a gathering! 
The city churches feel the heed of this inspiration at a time 
when the, Sunday baseball, and movies, and auto drives are 
interfering with the best life of the city. 

Dr. Faunce used to say that we should look forward to the 
examination with pleasure, after the berm’s work. It reminds 
one of the Campanile of Venice; you climb one story and get 
one view, climb another story and get a second view and fin- 
ally climb to the top and get the whole view, -that is the exam- 
ination. We as individuals get the first view, at the associa- 
tions we get a second view, the State Convention gives a third 
view, and the Northern Baptist Convention at the top, gives 
the complete view. These meetings are for fellowship and in- 
spiration. W^ want you to come again. We hope that this 
will he a time when you will renew old friendships, and form 
new friendships and not wait so long before coming again. ’ ’ 

President Lackey responded:- “I am sure the cordial greet- 
ings already received made us realize before the words of our 
brother were spoken our welcome to Norwich. We are also 
glad for the words of greeting and welcome to this beautiful 
city. :We are glad to be gathered here to get this splendid 
view from the third window of the tower. We hope that our 
coming will be a source of great blessing and inspiration to us 
for the coming year, and some help and benefit to the churches 
of this city.” 

President Lackey then called to the chair First Vice-Presi- 
dent Charles P. Walker of New Haven, to preside while the 
President’s address was being delivered. 

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

Because of tlie influenza epidemic which was raging a year ago* 
the meeting of the Convention was postponed to meet a month after 
the regular time. When it did meet it was with a program deleted 
of all its inspirational and historical features, and confined mainly to 
the transaction of necessary business. This deprived the pastors and 
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the churches of much of the helpfulness which the Convention al- 
ways brings in the solution of our problems and the carrying on of 
our work. It was no small loss. But nevertheless the work of the 
Convention has been carried on with apparently a quickened energy, 
and a marked success. The churches have paid into the treasury 
more than ever before, thus enabling us to do a more aggresive 
work, and at the same time they have contributed more largely to 
the other great denominational interests. The denominational forces 
of the State work have been enlarged by the employing of Rev. E. B. 
Cates as pastor-at-large, and Rev. W. T. Thayer as Director of Re- 
ligious Education. It is the task of Mr. Gates to enter the needy 
fields of the State, to help these churches solve their problems, and 
to start them toward better things. Mr. Thayer is to continue the 
work begun by Rev. W. J. Sly in organizing and enlarging the activ- 
ities of the Bible Schools and the Young People’s Organizations, 
encouraging the churches in a more aggressive religious educational 
program. 

Another marked event of the year was the splendid contribution 
of the State to the six-million dollar Victory Campaign. Under the 
stirring leadership of Mr. James L. Case of this church, the churches 
of the state have contributed nearly seventy thousand dollars in cash 
and pledges; and this, notwithstanding the fact that there were many 
churches which made no effort to raise their quota. If these churches 
had entered the campaign with the same vigor as those who did con- 
tribute, Connecticut’s allotment would have been more than covered. 

But it is not the purpose of this address to set forth the activities 
of the Convention for the past year. These will be so amply covered 
by the reports of the secretary, the treasurer and the various com- 
mittees that anything the President might have to say along that 
line would be needless. So my message this morning will be along 
the line of those things which I deem to be of vital interest to the 
growth and usefulness of the churches. 

Two great victories have been won during the past year, whereof 
we are glad. One was the victory over the German autocracy and 
military power, which victory has brought to the world the assurance 
that democracy and freedom are to be the heritage of the future. 
Because of the ideals at stake, w^ fought until the victory was won. 
It now becomes the duty of the church to bind up the world’s wounds 
and heal its strife. 

The other victory was that over the liquor traffic. By the adop- 
tion of the national prohibitory amendment, America has become the 
first nation to become dry by a vote of its own people. The delay 
in the ratification of the peace treaty is not an unmixed evil in as 
much as it postpones the lifting of the war-time ban on the liquor 
business until the nearer approach of Jan. 16th when the national 
amendment will become operative. The churches must now engage 
in an effort to create a healthy public sentiment which will demand 
the enforcing of the amendment. 
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But even witli these gains our task is not completed. The world 
today is passing through a transition. Old things are being made 
new. We are in the throes of an industrial revolution. The war has 
ceased, but the world is not yet safe for democracy, nor democracy 
yet safe for the world. The mighty passions let loose by the world 
war have not all been quieted by the signing of the armistice. When 
the great war ceased we found to our surprise that sixteen small 
wars were being waged unnoticed beneath its shadow. And even 
with the great nations engaged in the conflict, the crisis has not 
passed with the ceasing of hostilities. G-igantic, age-long wrongs are 
crying to be righted. The oppressions of centuries are being over- 
thrown. The laboring classes are clamoring for what they believe 
to be their rights, with an insistance and a power that will not be 
denied. What the next few years will bring forth we can scarcely 
venture to predict. Such movements must of necessity be attended by 
more or less disorder. Hence the lawlessness, anarchy and selflsh- 
ness of these days. But this selflshnes is perhaps but a reflection of 
the forces that have for ages been arrayed on the other side, and we 
are not to despair. Mighty forces are in motion which will ultimately 
make for world betterment. The Boston Police mutiny, the' Omaha 
affair, the race riots, the lynchings and strikes — deplorable though 
they may be — are but the surface disturbances on a tremendous cur- 
rent that is flowing mightily and surely toward human betterment, 
even though it mean a real transfer of economic power. Never has 
the country faced a greater crisis and never has the church been 
challenged by a greater task or blessed with a greater opportuifly. 

The church must seek to turn the tide of this industrial revo- 
lution into Christian channels. It must enter sympathetically into 
the industrial movement. It must have a message for' both capital 
and labor. It must find out the Christian principles that govern 
industry. Capitalism must catch a vision of the Cross. 

On the other hand, the church must bring to the labor movement 
a realization of its selfishness. The labor movement must catch a 
bigger vision than just its own interest. It must discard the notion 
that leisure rather than work should be the main object of life. 
The church must proclaim a living God as a co-worker in bettering 
the conditions of all mankind. Somehow the church must make the 
laboring man understand that it is sympathetically seeking to aid 
him in his struggles towards his ideals. It is not the business of the 
church to solve the labor problem, but it is the business of the church 
to imbue both capital and labor with the spirit of ChrisT'^sind the 
desire to settle all differences in the light of His Gospel. 

Another spirit has come in on the wings of the world war of 
which the church must take advantage. I refer to the larger way 
of doing things. Our picayune days are gone forever. We have 
caught the world spirit. Where we formerly thought and planned 
in thousands we now think and plan in millions. The great survey 
of the Baptist task in the Kingdom enterprise that was presented at 
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Denver came as a tremendous and startling challenge. It involved 
the raising of a hundred million dollars in the supporf and expending 
of our work in the world. It is a task before which our imagination 
faltered and our faith almost quailed. But it is a task at which we dare 
not fail. And in one of the most soul-striving meetings it has ever 
been my privilege to attend, the great Convention amid doxologies 
and shouts of praise, voted to undertake the task. For the purpose 
of carrying out the task, the Convention found itself in need of a more 
efficient organization with an authority to act for the entire denom- 
ination. This was provided in the new Promotion Board, and it 
becomes our duty to so reorganize our Convention that it may arti- 
culate smoothly and cooperate fully with this new organization. We 
urge all pastors to study carefully this new plan and task and present 
them fully to their people. 

The president also desires to direct the attention of the Conven- 
tion to the great Interchurch World Movement, and urge the pastors 
and people to cooperate fully. We belive that the army of the Lord 
should be one army. But we also believe that army should be made 
up of more than one division. And while as Baptists we are ready 
to co-operate fully with the Methodists, the Presbyterian and other 
divisions of the army in obedience to the Great Commander, yet we 
believe that our greatest usefulness lies in our complete loyalty to 
our own Baptist division and in making that as efficient as possible. 

And in conclusion, let me urge that while we are busy here and 
there in the carrying out of our gigantic program, let us ever keep 
before ourselves the great purpose of the church-evangelism. The 
church must never neglect its personal message to the individual 
soul. Evangelism is the power which will set our splendid machinery 
in motion. Without it the efficient organization will be useless. Evan- 
gelism means more than merely securing recruits for the Lord’s 
army. It involves the training of these recruits until they become 
real soldiers. Hence our Bible Schools, our teacher training and our 
religious education. Never has prayer meant more than it means 
today. Never have men and women been more open hearted to the 
claims of the Gospel than they are today. Therefore, get organiza- 
tion, get money, but with all our getting let us get souls for the 
Master’s Kingdom. 

Permit me in closing to express my appreciation of the splendid 
cooperation of the officers and members of the Convention as well 
as to the pastors and churches which has made this the best biggest 
year the Convention has ever known.

Report of the Board of Trustees 

TO The Connecticut Baptist Convention, 

Brethren: 

An adequate account of our work during the year now closing, 
requires not only tke pen of the historian but the vision of a. 
prophet. The full, signiflcence of what we have done cannot be 
known until we know the result of our activities as they shall be mani- 
fest in the months and years to come. 

From the present standpoint alone, it has been in some respects 
a hard year. When we met last year, we were still in the midst of 
the great war, it’s disturbing influences were felt in all our work. Now 
we are in the multiplied perplexities of peace. On all sides is con- 
fusion and unrest. It has been a year of constant change. Of the 119 
pastors who were settled over the churches when we met last year, 
36 have resigned and 3 have died. Of the pastors now serving the 
churches, 23 have come into the state within the year, and hence are 
new to the conditions and circumstances of the work. It can be 
readily seen that under such conditions as these', the best work is 
not possible. When we also take into account the epidemic of influ- 
enza during all the early part of last winter and well into spring, it 
is not surprising that reports from the churches show comparatively 
meager results. Returns are not all in, but it seems quite probably 
that in all the Associations except the Stonington Union, the number 
of baptisms has been considerably less than those of last year. 

In spite of these discouraging facts, however, we are glad to note 
a spirit of hopefulness in our churches. The letters to the Associar 
tions evince a very deep and widespread desire for the prosperity of 
Zion. Plans are already on foot in many of the churches for special 
evangelistic services. Personal responsibility for the building up of 
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the Kingdom is becoming more universal among the members. The 
great financial drives which have been made, have awakened new in- 
terest and enlisted new forces in the prosecution of all our church 
work. In many instances the coming back of our boys from across the 
sea has given added impulse to the work. We have good reason to 
hope that the new year now opening, will be fruitful in building up 
the waste places of Zion, and in a large Increase of interest and zeal 

THE NEW BAPTIST PROGRAM 

There are few Baptists in our state who are not aware that in 
the recent meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention at Denver, 
certain radical changes were made in our Baptist methods of pro- 
cedure. Just what these changes mean to the future of our denomi- 
nation we cannot as yet fully understand. This much however is 
certain, that in these new conditions the State Convention has a new 
importance. Originally the State Convention had for its sole task the 
maintenance of State missions; it had for its field the CommomreaPIi 
in which it was organized. All outside the State, foreign missions, home 
missions on the frontier and in the South, were important, yet separate 
and distinct interests outside the responsibility of the State Conven- 
tion. Under the new order of things, all these formerly outside inter- 
ests, become a vital part of the State work. Through the State Board 
of Promotion, to be appointed at our meeting this year, a direct re- 
lationship will be established with the General Board of Promotion, 
and we begin to function as, in a very real sense, not a local but! a 
National organization. Connecticut Baptists are hereafter to work on 
the world wide task, which is missionary, educational and philanthro- 
pic. 

WOMEN ON THE BOARD OE TRUSTEES 

One of the important changes which will be made will be the nev/ 
relation which women sustain to our State work. We have felt for 
a long time that the influence of this important part in our church 
membership has not been exerted in our State work as it ought tK? 
have been There seemed to be a lack of interest on the part of the 
women, which we are beginning to understand was not in any large 
degree their fault. In the planning and prosecution of our work in the 
State, they have no direct part. The General Board of Pnomotion 
strongly advises that women be placed on our Board of Trustees, and 
especially in the State Board of Promotion. At a special meeting of 
the Board held July 9th, a committee was appointed with Judge Coats 
as chairman, to suggest such changes in our Constitution and By-Laws 
as would make it possible for us to act in accordance with these re- 
quests. The necessary changes in the By-Laws can be made at this 
session of the convention, but the amendments to the constitution 
must wait until our meeting next year, before they can be adopted 
and thus boeome fully operative. It is suggested in anticipation of 
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these changes, that we appoint at this session, at least fifteen repre- 
sentative women of the state as advisory members of the board, and 
while they cannot vote, they can meet with us and consider the great 
questions which will come before us, and thus familiarize themselves 
with our work and be ready to assume their full share of responsibil- 
ity when next year we elect a board made up of both men and women. 

PASTOR-AT-LARGE 

For sometime we have felt the need of a convention worker whose 
special duty it would be to look after the pastorless churches of the 
state, and especially to care for the smaller churches in our rural com- 
munities. At the meeting of the board last year, a motion was passed 
instructing the Executive Committee to secure as soon as possible a 
suitable man to act as Pastor-at-Large, who should have charge of 
this work. In carrying out these instructions, the Committee extended 
a call to the Rev. Elbert E. Gates, pastor of the Ansonia Baptist 
Church, to take this position. The call was accepted and Mr. Gates 
entered upon his new duties the first of February. The results have 
already justified the action of the Board. Mr. Gates has served three 
important churches, the Third Church, Norwich; the Calvary Church, 
Bridgeport; and the Grand Avenue Church, New Haven. Besides visit- 
ing many other portions of the field, carrying inspiration and help to 
all those places, inspiring new hope and largely increasing their activi- 
ties. It is suggested that Mr. Gates be given more immediate charge 
of the work among the needy churches and to have special oversight 
of the churches aided by the Convention. The new duties devolving 
upon the General Secretary in carrying out the plans of the General 
Board of Promotion, will make it necessary that this part of his 
burden be shifted to other shoulders that the work may not suffer loss. 

DIRECTOR OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 

In the early part of the year. Rev. W. J. Sly, who had been Di- 
rector of Religious Educatoin in this state for more than a year, 
resigned his position to become General Secretary of a new depart- 
ment of the Publication Society. The result of his activity in the 
state had been an increased interest in our bible school work and it 
seemed quite important that someone else should be found who would 
carry on and consummate what had been so well begun. After casting 
about for sometime, it was finally decided to invite the Rev. W. T. 
Thayer of Providence, to take this position. Mr. Thayer is well 
adapted to undertake the task. From his two pastorates in the state, 
first at Norwich and then at Wallingford, he has a thorough acquaint- 
ance with our work and has served very acceptably as President of 
the Young People’s Organization and on our Sunday School Commit- 
tee. The Publication Society commended the choice and agreed to 
co-operate in paying Mr. Thayer’s salary. Mr. Thayer has accepted 
the position and began his work with the first of October. 
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THE VICTORY CAMPAIGN 

One of the outstanding events of the year has been our participa- 
ting in the Victory Campaign. The attempt to raise six millions of 
dollars in a single year, was the most ambitious undertaking ever 
attempted by the Baptists of the North. A part of this amount was 
to be raised through the regular apportionments, and the rest by a 
special campaign carried on among all the states of the North. Of 
the amount necessary to be raised in this manner, between $84,000 
and $85,000 was allotted to Connecticut. We had the privilege of add- 
ing to this amount a sum to be used in Connecticut, and we asked for 
enough to make up the sum to $90,000. At the time of the meeting 
in Denver, we had succeeded in raising in cash and pledges a little 
over $52,000. Many of the other states also failed to meet their allot- 
ment, but by reason of some large personal gifts, but $500,000 was 
lacking of having raised the six millions. Then came Mr. Rockefel- 
low’s conditional offer of two millions of dollars more, provided the 
other $500,000 was raised and the six millions of dollars paid in in 
cash during this year. The states were called upon to state the 
amount, in addition to that already secured, which they would under- 
take to get. Connecticut promised to try to raise $10,000 more. In 
the report of September 29th, it is stated that we have paid in in cash 
and bonds $38,378.98 and have pledges outstanding of $27,000 more, 
making a total of over $65,000 in cash and pledges. It is important 
however, to remember that the whole amount must be paid in by 
December 31st, if we are to meet Mr. Rockefeller’s conditions. 
Churches and individuals are urged to send in the amount pledged 
to our treasurer, Mr. R. E. Chambers, Ansonia National Bank, Ansonia, 
at the earliest possible date. 

FINANCES 

The raising of a large sum of money for the Victory Campaig^i 
does not seem to have seriously affected our contributions for mis-' 
sions. If we are able to secure our part of the results of the Victory 
Campaign by the time the Convention meets, we will probably have 
paid all our expenses. Whether or not this desirable end has been 
reached, the Treasurer’s report which is shortly to follow, will show. 
Whatever the result the past year, we are facing conditions which 
make imperative a large increase in dur income. The high cost of 
living so pronounced in these days has made the salaries, in many 
cases inadequate before, altogether insufficient to meet the pressing 
needs of every day life. During the past year with the co-operation 
of the Home Mission Society, we have increased the salaries of our 
missionaries, but no attempt has been made to add to the appropria- 
tions to the aided churches. It seems absolutely necessary that some 
steps in this direction should be taken at once. The Vermont Con- 
vention, which has just met, voted that no pastor should be asked to 
work on a salary less than a thousand a year and parsonage. This 
seems to be little enough, but if we undertake this desirable step,

there must be a large increase in the offerings from the churches. 
We apportioned this year to the churches $12,000. The present pros- 
pect encourages us to belive that the larger part of this will be paid 
in, but if we are to meet these new demands upon our treasury, this 
apportionment ought to be increased to at least $15,000 for the com- 
ing year. The matter is so serious that we ask the careful and prayer- 
ful consideration of the matter at this Convention, and that some 
vote be taken, which will express the wish and purpose of the churches 
here represented. 

WORK ON THE MISSION FIELDS 
The work on our mission fields this year has had the same hin- 
drances which were felt in all our churches and the reports show a 
falling, off from the results of other years. The total number of 
baptisms on the mission fields and in the churches of the foreign 
born, including the Swedes and Germans, number 77. Only 5 aided 
American churches, white and colored, report any baptisms at all. 
These 5 report a total of 37 baptisms during the year., The work 
among the Russians and the Hungarians is especially interesting and 
encouraging. The work among the Italians, except on one or two 
fields, not so much so. What can be done to increase the interest on 
these fields is a serious and important question. At the same time, 
new fields are opening up which ought to be occupied. An especially 
promising work is just now developing among the Italians of New 
London. Here is a large Italian population, and a worker should be 
secured to carry it on. 

We desire gratefully to acknowledge the helpful co-operation of 
the American Baptist Home Mission Society in their generous appro- 
priations to our work, and the invaluable help rendered us by the 
Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society, in sending workers 
to our different fields. 

WORK FOR SOLDIERS AND SAILORS 
We have continued during the year in co-operation with the War 
Commission of the Home Mission Society, to aid the First Church 
in New London, in their work for soldiers and sailors in that busy 
port. The efforts toward peace and the rapid reduction of the army, 
made some modifications in the amount of money contributed, but the 
sailctt-s especially are still frequenting the rooms and need facilities 
for reading, studying, etc. It seems likely that for a long time to 
come, some work of this sort ought to be undertaken. Just what 
adjustments can be made, we do not yet know, but representatives 
of the War Commission are coming up for a conference on the matter, 
and the Board will then decide what ought to be done. 

CHURCH BUILDING 

Several church building enterprises which were started previous 
to the great war, were compelled to halt until the coming of peace. 
Now the need of these new buildings is being felt seriously and the 
brethren have taken the matter in hand again. 
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The church at West Haven is seeking to build a house of worship. 
A lot has been secured and paid for. Plans have been prepared, 
and in a campaign conducted by our former secretary, Mr. Divine, 
now Church Edifice Secretary of the American Baptist Home Mission 
Society, resulted in securing pledges to the amount of $20,000 to pay 
for the building. They already have several thousand dollars in 
hand, but will need the encouragement and assistance of their breth- 
ren ih the state, if they are to realize their hopes in the near future. 

A new church building must also be erected very quickly in the 
Blue Hills section of Hartford, where the Hartford Baptist Union has 
been interested for some little time. Plans have been prepared call- 
ing for the expenditure of from $15,000 to $18,000 and the brethren 
are trying to find a way to secure that amount. 

The Russian brethren through the kindness of friends in Hart- 
ford and Waterbury, and by the help of the Board, were able to 
complete their enterprise spoken of last year, and have now in Water- 
bury a comfortable and commodious meeting place. 

The Italians of Waterbury are also attempting to build. The 
gift of $5,000 from a generous woman, member of the First Water- 
bury Church, has greatly encouraged them. 

The New Hope Baptist Church of Danbury desires enlarged quart- 
ers, and it is hoped that within the year, the way may be opened 
to give them what they need. Some generous friends outside of our 
denomination are backing this enterprise. 

Torrington and Shelton are both considering substantial additions 
to their present buildings, and casting about for some way by which 
this can be accomplished. 

The Grand Avenue Church, New Haven, has made extensive re- 
pairs on its building and the work is looking more promising on that 
field than for a long time. 

In the most of these enterprises, the Convention must extend a 
helping hand. The need of an adequate Church Edifice Fund is con- 
stantly impressing itself upon us, but in these days of great financial 
drives, it seems unwise for us to take steps to raise such a fund. 

The future is largely veiled from us. It is, however, felt on 
every hand that these months to come are fraught with interests so 
great, that the future welfare of the world depends upon how they 
are settled. That there are many dire perils cannot be disputed. 
The great war has bequeathed to us passions and prejudices and 
inflamed desires which may bring in their train tremendous conse- 
quences of evil. There are many forces of righteousness and of 
justice, and of good will, which may bring to men the blessing 
of peace and righteousness. To join our efforts with those who 
stand for law and order and obedience to the law of God is our high 
privilege. We call upon the Baptist brotherhood of the State to re- 
new their allegiance to the King and their loyalty to the high interests 
of His kingdom Respectfully submitted,

P. C. Wright read from Matthew 28 :16-20 and II Cor. 11 :15-33, 
and offered prayer. Rev. E. E. Gates, taking for his text Rom. 
1:14, preached the Annual Sermon on the topic “A Window in 
Mansoul. 


A WINDOW IN MANSOUL 

Text: — Romans 1:14. “I Am Debtor.” 

Among the early works of James M. Barrie is a book entitled “A 
Window in Thrums.” In it the author invites us to visit the humble 
home of his heroine and tells us how she lived. He reserves for 
the final inspection a small window, through which the observer can 
see the face of “Jess’ ’and with her look out upon her world. “She 
looked upon the world as through a telescope.” Clifton Johnson in 
“The Land of the Heather” says, “It is remarkable when one goes 
about the village and the surrounding hill-slopes how often the cot 
at the top of the brae is in sight, and how the little window seems 
watching you as if the house had an eye.” 

John Bunyan, the heroic Baptist preacher, served, suffered, sac- 
rificed for the great principle of religious liberty, in the troublesome 
times in which he lived. He, like the Apostle Paul, converted a 
prison cell into a minister’s study, when he wrote on scraps of paper, 
not violated treaties, the beautiful and immortal allegory “Pil- 
grim’s Progress” — a striking picture of a Christian’s career from the 
city of Destruction and death to the city of Reconstruction and life. 
He named the innerlife of humanity, the “City of Mansoul.” z 

From these two masters in literature we get the suggestion for 
the phrasing of our topic this morning, based on a few words taken 
from the writings of a brighter literary light and a deeper religious 
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thinker than both combined. For words and phrases are windows 
through which we can look into the mind of the writer and with him 
look out upon a needy world. ‘T am debtor” is veritably “A Window 
in Mansoul.” . 

THE MEASURE OF THE MAN, “I am debtor” indicates the 
size of the man. A 'short lesson in grammar will assist us. “The 
verb to be takes the same case after it as that which next precedes 
it.” This puts “I” and “debtor” on equal terms. Debtor with its 
qualifying phrase, defining the extent of the endebtedness, deter- 
mines the spiritual stature of the Apostle. The caliber of a man is 
measured by his attitude toward the world. If he is small in spir- 
itual stature, living in a narrow horizon, he will have no interest in 
the welfare of ma nki nd and be content to stop his ears that he may 
not hear the cries of distress that are wafted by ocean’s breezes from 
all quarters of the globe, and will close his eyes to the crying needs 
of his brothers everywhere. 

Jf a man has the possibilities of greatnesses, he will catch the 
spirit of Jesus and have compassion on the multitude. With Jesus 
Christ he will sympathize, sacrifice and suffer if need he, that the 
true light may beautify and bless the whole world. Such a man must 
needs feel the obligation that rests on every Christian to go, evangel- 
ize, enroll, and educate his fellows. His fellowship with Jesus will 
led him to say — with Noyes, 

“Oh could I shrink if Thy heart for each heart upon earth 

Must break like the sea? 

Could I bear, could I bear it all, if I were not a part of 
this labor,” or 

“Must Jesus bear the Cross alone 

And all the world go free? 

No there’s a cross for everyone 

And there’s a cross for me.” 

The program for the Christian’s interest and activity clearly 
states the territory he should occupy. “Jerusalem, Judae, Samaria, 
the uttermost parts of the earth” in modem nomenclature — local 
church. State Convention, Home Missions and Foreign Missions; in 
a word — the whole scope of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

“I am debtor” measures the growth of the man. It shows a 
radical change in the man moved by a narrow national spirit, who 
stood by and consented to the death of Stephen and later breathed 
out threatenings against a little group of Christians in Damascus to 
the man that said “I am debtor” to Greek and Barbarians, wise and 
foolish, and who compelled the Roman Empire to pay his traveling 
expenses that he might preach to them who .were in Rome. The 
face of Jesus broke down the strong barrier of prejudice, blinded 
his eyes to his former limited ideals for his nation and his narrow 
conception of the God of Israel. It opened them to the personality 
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of Jesus, as the only hope for mankind and the purpose of the cruci- 
fied Savior to better the world by establishing a spiritual Kingdom, 
which is destined to hold supremacy over and in all the nations of 
the earth. 

This growth is strikingly illustrated in the forward march of the 
United States, .“’Free from entangling alliances” has served its day 
and generation and has been forced to step aside. When America 
looked with compassion on Cuba, wounded sore, bested, licked by the 
dogs of tyranny and drove back to their kennels in Spain the blood 
hounds of cruelty a forward step was taken in its manifest destiny, 
that of becoming, as America now is, not only a friend of nationalities 
with its borders, but the champion of the rights of man in all nations. 
Cardinal Mercier, the heroic prelate of Belgium, in a recent address 
said: “In the darkest hour in my country’s history, we looked to 
America for relief, and did not look in vain.” The smaller nations 
are looking Westward for help. The moaning, pitiable groans of down- 
trodden, starving, bleeding, dying Christian Armenia are sounding in 
our ears today, as they have been for a long, long time. “How 
long,” they well may cry, “How long, O, Lord?” Shall they recieve 
in answer only the echoes of their cries? 

The Declaration of Independence was an invitation to the lovers 
of freedom to “Come with us and we will do you good.” The Declar- 
ation of War upon autocracy was America’s entrance into the world’s 
gigantic problem, where she stands today — the Big Brother of the 
oppressed. Whatever reactionary men think or say or do concerning 
the League of Nations and the ratification of the Peace Treaty, 
Columbia, if she be true to herself, her ideals and democratic prin- 
ciples, can never blackslide to the old self-centered life, but must 
stand and looking out over the world say “I am debtor” to Europe, 
Asia, Africa, as well as the Western Hemnsphere. 

The same path was pursued by Jesus, Himself. Somewhat early 
in his ministry he made a statement which was possibly popular with 
his following, but seems to those who know Him as the Savior of the 
World to have been far below our idea of His mission to men. He 
said, “I am not come but to the lost sheep of the House of Israel.” 
Three possible explanations can be made concerning that statement. 
His disciples were not enlightened sufficiently to comprehend the 
broader scope of His ministry, “Ye cannot hear it now.” Their idea 
of His Kingdom was a temporal power confined to the land promised 
to Abraham, Isaac and Jacob and their seed forever. It may have 
been the first step in His program, that of the necessity of estab- 
lishing a home-base of supplies for His Church, which was to go 
forth into all the world as heralds of a new day. It marks 
the growth of Jesus Himself. We know that He grew in 
wisdom and stature and won favor with God and man. He passed 
through the progressive stages in the natural development of a man. 
Does it do violence to our idea of His nature to suppose that after He 
entered upon His public work that His horizon widened as he climbed 
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toward the goal toward which He set His face when He took upon 
Himself the form of a servant and came not to be ministered unto 
but to minister. It was a long cry from “lost sheep of the House 
of Israel” to the commission. He gave His followers, “G-o ye into 
all the world and disciple the nations.” 

“I am debtor” shows the spirit of the man. It was 

not an easy path to tread, but He was not looking for a bed of roses. 
If such had been His quest. He would have remained a Hebrew of 
the Hebrews and a Pharisee. He turned from a promising career, 
and like Moses, threw In His lot with a despised people. A recent edi- 
torial in the “Maritime Baptist” sayjs “A remark made 

about a year ago in reference to Mr. Lloyd George has remained 
in our memory as. something worthy of retention. The prime 
minister had a magnificent reception at Manchester, as the reporter 
states, despite the very disagreeable weather at the time of his visit 
there. But it was just the bad weather that gave rise to the fine 
compliment paid to the great statesman while the people were packed 
in front of the town hall with the rain falling copiously. One man 
was overheard saying to onother, in homely fashion: “Well, ’e’s got 
a real Manchester day, ’e ’as.” Then the other replied, in perhaps 
one of the best tributes the famous Premier ever received: “Ay, ’e 
as that e as that; but ’e’ll not mind. ’B likes to tackle things as- 
they are. ’B’s not like some folks who only want to tackle things 
as they ought to be.” Such a man was Paul. He took the world 
as he found it and sought to make it better. He shrank not from 
long tiresome journeys, he turned not back because of opening prison 
doors, the whipping post, the snarls of men and even death itself, 
that he might pay the debt he felt he owed his fellowmen when he 
said “I am debtor.” 

Such a spirit moving the minds of Christian workers woiild quiet 
some of the restlessness and allay the fearful forbodings of some in 
our churches. The day of the ten .spies has passed and gone. There 
is only one path for them and their hearers, that is the spiritual 
graveyard of a “castaway.” God cannot do anything with people whose 
hearts are in the flesh-pots of Egypt and who have a nervous chill 
everytime a Joshua or a Caleb says “We can do it.” He gave them 
forty years in which to die, whilst he raised up men who would follow 
Joshua in and possess. Caleb was a great fellow. He was 
proud of his strength and wanted a job worthy of a man. He asked 
for the hardest place to conquer, and won a great victory. Some- 
times a minister needs to catch this spirit and win out where he 
is. Sometime a layman needs to catch this spirit and in the place 
where he is sorely needed, tackle things as they are, that they may 
become what they ought to be. 

“I am debtor” belongs to every man. Paul uses the pronoun “I” 
freely, not in conceit, but in consecration. Mark his humility, “The 
least of the Apostles,” “The least of all the Christians,” “The Chief 
of Sinners,” This humble estimate of himself did not cause him to 
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* excuse iiimself from seryice. Byery Christian has a mission; every 
Christian has a place ip the projgram of Jesus; every Christian has a 
part in the redemption of the world; every Christian ought to say, “I 
am debtor.” Self-estimate of a lowly nature is not sufficient excuse for 
lack of interest and action. The man with the one talent was not 
condemned thecause he failed, bnt he was condemned because he did 
not try. Lowell sayis “Not failure but low aim is crime.” 

“There’s work for me and a work for you 
Something for each of us now to do.” 

“No stream from its source 

Plows seaward, how lonely soever its course, 

But what some land is gladdened. No star ever rose 
And set without influence somewhere. Who knows 
What earth needs from earth’s lowest creature? No life 
Can be pure in its purpose and strong ip its strife 
And all life not be purer and stronger thereby. 

The spirits of just men made perfect on high. 

The army of martyrs who stand by the throne 

And gaze into the face that makes glorious their own. 

Know this, surely, at last. Honest love, honest sorrow. 

Honest work for the day, honest hope for the morrow. 

Are these worth nothing more than the hand they make weary. 
The heart they have sadden’d, the life they leave dreary? 

Hush! The sevenfold heavens to the voices of the Spirit 
Echo: ‘He that o’ercometh all things inherit.’ ”.

THE MAHNITUDB OF THE MESSAOE. “I am debtor” is a 
vision of service. We have been looking through this window at 
the interesting and inspiring' personality ofl ''Paul, i He) sees us, 
beckons to us to enter as he says, “Be ye followers of me, even 
as I also am of Christ,” and through this window in Mansoul, we 
can look out across the world and see its needs and feel our obli- 
gation to minister unto them. We need to look through this window 
of service to preserve our spiritual sight. Jesus said “I4ft tip 
your eyes to the flelds already white to the harvest.” A friend 
of mine told me of a physician who lived on the banks of a river 
with the mountains in the distance, and every day he went out 
and stood for some little time looking steadfastly toward some 
object on the distant horizon, with the purpose of strengthening 
and assisting his sight. Our spiritual sight needs the toning of 
a distant look, or, a wider view of the duties of a Christian and 
his church This does not mean over-looking local church. State 
Convention, problems in the homeland, but it does mean looking 
at the world as Jesus looked upon it when he said “The fleld is 
the world,” 
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We need service for the preservation of our spirit, it saves the 
truth or tests our theories of Christ and Christianity . Dr. Charles 
Elliott of Havard, in an address to the students of the Divinity 
School connected with that Institution .advised the studentst to 
spend some of their evenings in the Rescue Missions in the Red 
Light District, not alone to enter as observers bu to get down be- 
side some of the needy ones there and seek to bring them up from 
the depths ,to true manhood and womanhood. Such service will 
test whether Christ is only an example, a beautiful character and 
a great teacher. He was and is all of these, but Christ as “The 
power of God imto salvation” is what people who live in the Red 
Light District or on the White Way need. 

“I am debtor” means self-presentation. Paul says, ^‘PreSBUt 
your bodies a living sacrifice” which is your reasonable service. 
It is not enough to look, but everyone must go. Some in person, 
some in prayer, some in gifts. 

The Northern Baptists have been given a window through which 
they can look out upon the world, in the masterly survey made by 
Dr. Padelford and his associates. If every Baptist would look through 
that survey and say, “I am debtor” to the extent of my ability, and to 
the extent of my means, not only one hundred million dollars but more 
would pour into the treasury of the denomination. “The survey” is the 
window through which we look out on the world.. The one hundred 
million dollar campaign is the window through which the world looks 
in upon the Northern Baptists. In five years from now, when the 
story of the campaign is concluded they will know whether the Spirit 
of Him who counted not His life as dear to Himself, made the supreme 
sacrifice on Calvary, has been the motive power of His followers in 
the Baptist denomination. The survey and the budget come as a 
clarian call to our denomination. It is a summons to arms. 

“Trumpter, sound for the last Crusade! 

Sound for the fire of the red-cross Kings, 

Sound for the passion, the splendour, the pity 
That swept the world for a dead Man’s sake. 

Clear from the heights of the Holy City, 
iSound till the lions of (Christendom) wake, 

Sound for the tomb that our lives have betrayed; 

O’er broken shrine and abandoned wall. 

Trumpeter, sound the great recall. 

Trumpeter, rally us, rally us, rally us; 

Sound for the last Crusade. 

Trumpeter, sound for the splendour of God! 

Sound for the heights that our fathers trod. 

When truth was truth and love was love. 

With a hell beneath, but a heaven above. 

Trumpeter, rally us, up to the heights of it! 

Sound for the City of God.” — Noyes. 
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THE MASTERING MOTIVE. We look again into the Window in 
Mansoul and we see the mastering motive which moved this great 
Apostle. It was higher than the desire or the glory of surpassing 
another denomination in its vision and its venture for the evangeli- 
zation of the world. Such a friendly rivalry may be a good incentive 
but is not high or no'ble enough to be a motive. Paul had a greater 
motive than this. 

On the church to which Connecticut’s grand old Governor be- 
longs, I saw one day displayed this sentence “Anyone possessing any- 
thing that the world needs is in the debtor class.” This obligation 
includes God Himself. God met to the full his debt to humanity for 
"God so loved the world that he gave His only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in Him should not perish but have everlasting 
life.” It includes Jesus, and how beautifully Jesus paid his debt. 
He humbled Himself, took upon Him the form of a servant, had a 
homeless life, a bloody sweat, cruel death, bitter heart aches, all of 
these were part of the payment of the obligation He assumed when 
He came to the world, “Not to be ministered unto but to minister.” 
Paul felt his debt, and how beautifully he paid it. Thrice was he 
scourged, oft on stormy sea amidst the dangers of the mighty deep, 
traveling here and there; and you will find as tradition tells, he 
• finally gave his life for the great cause of Christianity. 

Coupled with this sense of debt was a compelling passion for 
souls. He could say “The love of Christ consraineth us” and “My 
heart’s desire and prayer to God of Israel, is that they might be 
saved,” “I could wish myself accursed for my brothers and com- 
panions’ sake.” Paul was struck by lightning as he journeyed from 
Jericho to Damacus, and that lightning set his soul afire for God 
and for humanity. The truth about Jesus, like a great storm, swept 
over his soul, broke down old ideas, old ideals, old prejudices, and filled 
him with a burning desire, not for a ceremonial form of worship, not 
for an order of priesthood; but that he might follow after and lead into 
the right path, men and women who were crowding the broad way that 
leads to death. This passion for souls was born within him that day 
and he could say, “Not I but Christ that liveth within me.” 


“Do’er know who Nelson was?

With the patch on his eye and the pinned up sleeve 
And a soul like a North Sea storm? 

"Ask the Devonshire men! 

They know, and they’ll tell you true ;

That pore little wearied form. 

With the thorn in his flesh and the record of pain

Or the thorn in the flesh, or the record of pain

THE REWARD. Let us go up to the house in Mansoul again. 
It is evening, the day is far spent. It is the hour of “sunset and 
evening star,’’ and soon “twilight and' evening bell’’ will come. An old 
man sits in his room in the city of Mansoul. Through the open 
window, he looks badk over the course he has pursued. He recalls 
that day on the Damacus road, of the great commission given unto 
him; again he is in Corinth; now among the lions at Ephesus; then 
amongst the altars to the numerous gdds in Athens. Now* with Silas 
in the prison at Philippi; now” bound to a Roman soldier in a bor- 
rowed house in Rome. He thinks of all that he has accomplished and 
atempted, and his reward comes in a senfeo of having done, not only 
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Ills bit” but “bis best,” for he says, “I have fought the good fight- 
I have ^finished the course “laid down by Jesus;” “I have kept the 
faith,” “faith with God, faith with man, faith with self.” He turns his 
face towards the West and in the glory of the setting sun, he looks 
once more with an eye of faith, into the Heavenly Home and sees the 
face that he has carried in his heart so many years— the face of Jesus 

and he knows that shortly his career will end with commendation 
and a crown. 

I was in Halifax, when the Prince of Wales, eldest son of the 
king of the British empire, was visiting Canada. It was a gala day 
in the city, thousands of people left their homes to gaze upon the 
face of him who may one day sit on the throne and hold the scepter 
over them. The most dramatic scene in all the day’s celebration, was 
when the veterans of the Great War gathered in review before their 
prince, and as one by one those men who had served with valour, 
stepped forth, saluted, and was decorated by the king’s son. The 
most impressive moment in this dramatic scene was when two fathers 
and three mothers, who had given their sons for the safety of de- 
mocracy and of the world, stepped forth to receive the decoration 
for their boys who not only had gone “over the top” but had made 
the supreme sacrifice.” In that hour decorations or crowns were 
given, not only to those who served, but to those who gave. In the 
greater campaign for the uplift and for the salvation of the race for 
time and for eternity, if we who are Christians, wish to have our 
reward the conciousness of well doing, and with the Apostle antici- 
pate meeting the King’iS Son and receiving from Him the crown of 
righteoousness, we must stand with Him and looking through the 
Window of Mansoul out over the needy world must ;ay, “I am debtor.”

The motion finally prevailed 
authorizing this Committee to confer with these Societies 
through their Correspondence Course Secretary to co-operate 
as far as possible and to report to the Convention next year.

Resolutions Committee. * 
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The Committe'e on New Churches reported two churches 
applying for membership: 

The Calvary Baptist Church of Willimantic was organized 
about three years ago last July. It has been recognized by 
the Ashford Association at its meeting last September. They 
are self-supporting and have a fund of $500 to be applied 
toward the purchase of a building in which to worship, Ujpon 
which they have an option. 

The Hungarian Baptist Church of Wallingford was recog- 
nized by the New Haven Association, October 1, 1919. This 
organization is self-supporting except the payment of the min- 
ister which is paid in part by the State Convention and the 
American Baptist Home Mission Society. They have expended 
$1,500 upon their house of worship, the auditorium being fin- 
ished, and expect to call a pastor soon. 

The report was accepted, and the Convention Voted to 
receive these two churches into the Convention. Bev. Charles 
P. Powell of the Calvary Church was present and received 
the hand of fellowship. 

Eev. John Lee Brooks, Assistant Secretary of the Con- 
necticut Temperance Union, delivered an address on “Prohi- 
bition Law Enforcement.” 

After prayer led by Eev. E. W. Ferguson, the Conven- 
tion adjourned until 7 :30 p. m. 


TUESDAY EVENING. 

The Convention assembled at 7 :30 p. m. with Eev. H. B.

WEDNESDAY MOENING. 

President Lackey called the Convention to order at 10 :00 

a. m. 

After singing, “How Firm a Foundation,” Eev. E. E. 
Hyde led in prayer. 

In the absence of Eev. W. T. Aiken, Eev. A. B. Coats, D. D., 
read his report as Chairman of Committe’e on Bible Schools. 

Report of the Sunday School Committee 

At the beginning of the past year the work of the Sunday School, 
Young People’s and Social Service departments of our Convention 
were combined in one committee of nine persons, with three members 
representing each phase of the work. This general committee met 
together from time to time with Director W. J. Sly, and the separate 
departments also met as occasion required. 

The Sunday School Department consisted of Rev. Walter T. 
Aiken, chairman. Rev. Henry D. Coe, and Rev. Earle W. Darrow. It 
had as helpers and departmental superintendents, the following per- 
sons: 


Elementary Work — Miss Lucy Weaver. 

Teacher Training — C. Z Swisher. 

Evangelism and Extension — J, W, Musson. 

Colored Work — Rev. W. B. Reed.

During a large part of the year Dr. Sly’s time wa,s much taken 
with Y. M. C, A. work, at the various military and naval stations at 
New London. He nevertheless was able to visit and help many 
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schools in the state, and devoted .special attention to foreign language 
and colored church schools. His work, however, was cut short by 
his transfer last spring to the general work of education among the 
foreign language churches of the entire Northern Baptist Convention. 

His place has been vacant until this present month, when Rev. 
W. T. Thayer, a former chairman of this committee, returned to us 
from Rhode Island, and became State Director of Religious Education 
and Young People’s Work for Connecticut. 

Through the instrumentality of Dr. Sly, Miss G-race Kern of Nor- 
wich was engaged in a number of Connecticut towns to make can- 
vasses as a Sunday School missionary. The reports received showed 
a helpful increase in school enrollments where this work was done. 

The Director also sought to achieve the following goals during 
the year— the maintaining of the standard of efficiency in schools al- 
ready reported as standard, the stimulation of near standard schools 
to complete their requirements for recognition, the promotion of 
teacher training, temperance, social service, and Sunday school exten- 
sion, and the emphasis of enlistment for service. 

Since the departure of Dr. Sly the committee has co-operated 
with the Connecticut Sunday School Association in promoting Bap- 
tist interest in the Summer School at New London College, by send- 
ing out a special letter to every school in the state concerning the 
opportunity offered, and urging that delegates be sent. It also sought 
to bring the New England Baptist Conference and School of Methods 
at Ocean Park to the attention of Sunday Schools and Young People’s 
Societies in similar fashion. Partly as a result of this Connecticut 
was represented at Ocean Park by a delegation of fourteen persons. 

This committee, however, feels that a contemplation of th future 
is of more value at the present than any survey of the past. It 
therefore calls the attention of the churches of this Convention to the 
strategic position of the educational ministry, and to the importance 
of fully miataining and greatly expanding the amount and quality of 
this work. Facts and figures are on every one’s tongue to show that 
the future membership and efficiency of the denomination depends 
upon its educational work more than upon any other form of activity. 
This we do not need to argue, for it is a matter of common knowledge. 
That which is required of us is to bring our work up to this require- 
ment. 

How shall it be done? 

1. We urge upon every church in this Convention the assump- 
tion of a greater sense of responsibility for its own school and that 
school’s standards. At the present time in many churches the school 
has to make its own way as best it can, and has but incidental place 
in the church program. This responsibility should be laid upon every 
church by pastor and school Officers, and should find expression 
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(a) In an awakened corporate interest in tlie scliool, its work 
and efficiency. 

(b) In giving to the school a larger place in the discussions and 
plans of the church as such. 

(c) In increased personal enlistment for school service. 

(d) In more earnest and constant prayer for the schools welfare 
and guidance'. 

2. We urge upon every church the paramount importance of 
greatly increasing the training offered fqr educational work. This 
training should include not merely the instruction and preparation 
of teachers, both those in service and those soon to be called into 
service, but also the training of the church as a whole in the ideals, 
aims, and methods of the church educational work. 

3. We beg for the material extension of the work of our church 
schools. We see opportunity to do this in three ways: 

(a) By the extension of the educational service of the church 
to include all members and attendants. This is the best means at 
hand of fitting our people for the moral and spiritual leadership re- 
quired of us today. 

. (b) By the active efforts to increase the membership of our 
schools through contact with families of the unchurched about us. 
The Connecticut Suday School Association is authority for the state- 
ment that half of the population of Connecticut is without religious 
training, and that 200,000 children and youths are not in Sunday 
School. 

(c) By efforts to establish nd man branch schools or mission 
schools, meeting at different times from the home schools, and being 
in charge of older members of the central school. 

4. We call to the attention of the churches that in our educa- 
tional work lies a tremendous evangelistic opportunity and duty. We 
know that 85 per cent, of our church increases come from the Sunday 
School activity.^ Our churches can make contacts with many homes 
through their school work, and through these contacts we have our 
best means of oibtaining the numerical strength consistent with our 
principles and our sympathy with democratic ideals. By this means 
w eassure ourselves not merely of increasing membership, but of 
trained members, reared with a degree of wisdom and of knowledge 
concerning the aims and methods of the Kingdom of God, and con- 
cerning our Baptist part in the Kingdom. 

We lay the Baptist Sunday Schools of Connecticut upon your 
hearts. We offer our own help a sa committee to any and every 
church we can assist. We ask your own thought and suggestion as 
to the promotion of this work. We ask your loyal co-operation with 
our new director. Briber Thayer. We beseech your unremitting 
prayer of intercession' for the advancement of this phase of our ser- 
vice.

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Voiced, that the report be adopted and printed in the Min- 
utes. 

Mr. H. G. Truesdell, Principal of the Snffield School, pre- 
sented the conditions and recommendation that the school be 
returned under the control of the Baptist denomination: 

“The Suffleld School during the last few years has been forced 
to adopt a financial policy which makes it impossible for us to 
help but a limited number of poor boys. The ever increasing cost 
of operation has made it necessary for us to yearly increase our 
tuition rates and we are gradually getting away from one of the 
most important phases of our work, that of giving a Christian educa- 
tion to the boy of limited means. This kind of work we are by 
virtue of circumstances, well fitted to perform. 

All classes of boys should have a chance at SufiBeld. Let those 
who are able, pay for the high priced room. At the same time we 
should provide a room for the worthy Connecticut boy who canfiot 
pay the full price. Fifty such boys have been truned away from 
Suffleld this year. Something should be done to place the school on 
such a basis as to enable it to receive these boys; boys whose needs, 
in the vast majority of cases, cannot be met by the public high 

1. For the boy who has missed his opportunity and is too timid 
at his advanced age to return to the high school. 

2. The boy who lives so far away from any school that a large 
amount of his time and energy must be consumed in travel and who 
needs both a school and a boarding place. 

3. The orphan boy who also needs a home as well as an educa- 
tion. 

4. The boy who needs the regularity and discipline of the board- 
ing school life, 

5. The problem boy who is not bad, but who because of unusual 
home conditions, cannot be properly handled. 

6. The boy who needs the advantage of individual attention. 

7. The boy who wishes those outside advantages that come as 
a result of boarding school life. 

8. Those boys whose homes are broken up for one cause or 
another. 

These and many others came to Suffleld, but this opportunity 
should be available to all who are earnestly seeking an education. 

If the poor boy is to have a chance, we must have another dor- 
mitory, for the Suffleld School is full now If we are to take these 
school. There is a place for such a school in the state. 
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boys at a lower rate, we need more endowment. A few people cannot 
do this. A denomination or large organization can do it and through 
this school accomplish a great work in the cause of Christian educa- 
tion. 

This school was founded by the Baptist Society in 1833. Its 
history and traditions are Baptist. I was not connected with the 
school at the time when the school, and the denomination separated, 
but it has seemed to me, and this is also the opinion of the Board of 
Trustees, that the school and the denomination should once more get 
together and work out a policy which will be a source of strength 
and joy to the denomination, a help to the school, and provide an 
opportunity for Connecticut boys. 

The questin to det_ermine is whether , the Baptists as a denomina- 
tion wish to get back of the Sufl&eld School, not only financially, but, 
as Dr. White said at the last Board meeting, be a friend to whom 
the school' can look for sympathy and support. 

The Suffield School is not a dead institution. There is no mort- 
gage on the property. The total indebtedness of the Suffield School 
coming solely as a result of war conditions, is only |15,000. The equip- 
ment, which is easily worth $175,000, is in excellent condition. The 
present endowment amounts to $70,000. Every room is full of students. 
If we continue our present policy, we shall be forced to become a 
nine hundred and one thousand dollar school, carrying only a few 
poor boys. If the denomination will give the school its support, I 
can see the possibilities of a large, democratic school, ministering to 
all classes of all denominations in the cause of Christian education. 

We have already made a move again identifying the school with 
the Baptist denomination. After taking up the matter with some 
of the officers of the school, I, as Headmaster, sumitted the proposi- 
tion to Dr. Lackey, President of your Convention. The matter was 
then brought to the atention of your secretary. Dr. Coats, and in 
each case we met with a most hearty response. A committee then 
met Dr. Padelford in Boston and presented the matter to him. This 
Committee consisted of: Dr. A. B. Coats, Dr. J. N. Lackey, Mr. E .A. 
Fuller, President of the Board of Trusteees; Mr. S. R. Spencer, Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee; Mr. W. S. Puller, Treasurer; and the 
Headmaster. 

Dr. Padelford was heartily in favor of this plan and although 
unable to take final action offered to place this matter before the 
Board of Promotion of the Northern Baptist Convention and recom- 
mend to them that they furnish the school with a new drmitory cost- 
ing $50,000, that they place $125,000 in trust as an added endowment, 
that $15,000 be used to cancel past indebtedness, and the sum of $10,- 
000 be granted as working capital. It was also thought possible that 
the Baptists of the State might do something from year to year to 
help defray the expenses of the school. 
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The conditions laid down were as follows: 

1. That the school be recognized as a Baptist School. 

2. That we receive some forty or fifty boys from Connecticut 
at a lower rate. 

3. That the Baptist State Convention have the power to nominate 
a few Trustees each year, such Trustees to be elected by the Trustees 
of the Suffield School at their June meeting. 

The charter of the school would not be changed; 

The property would still belong to the Board of Trustees. 

The Board of Trustees would continue to be a self-perpetuating 
body. 

The spirit of the school would continue to be as broad and liberal 
as it has been in the past. 

The present Faculty would remain the same if the Headmaster 
so desired. 

This splendid proposition on the part of Dr. Padelford was greeted 
with much enthusiasm by the Board of Trustees at a meeting held 
on Wednesday, October 8th. At this meeting Dr. Rockwell Harmon 
Potter voiced the sentiment of all present when he said, “We are 
different regiments of one army, all moving toward the same goal. I 
am heartily in favor of this. There is need of such a school in Con- 
necticut. Suffield is the logical school.” 

At this meeting a Committee was appointed to consider the best 
means of presenting this matter to the State Convention. This Com- 
mittee met in Dr. Potter’s office last Saturday and suggested that I 
present this matter to you and suggested that the Executive Com- 
mittee submit the following resolution to the Baptist State Con- 
vention for their adoption, providing the Convention is in accord with 
this plan and providing the Northern Baptist Convention accepts Dr. 
Padelford’s recommendations. 

The Executive Committe therefore has voted to present this 
resolution to the Baptist State Convention: 

* 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Suffield School request the Baptist State Convention to 
nominate annually at the fall meeting, four Trustees, the nominations 
to be acted upon by tbe Board of Trustees of the Suffield School at 
their annual meeting in June. 

This is the plan that I would respectfully submit to your con- 
sideration.

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The question was discussed by brethren Trick, Maplesden, 
White, Coats, Fisher and Shipley. 

Voted, That the recommendation be adopted with the un- 
derstanding that the Convention shall appropriate $2,500 for 
the School. 

Voted, That the power to nominate the four trustees be 
vested in the Board of Trustees of the Convention.

People’s Work, presented the report. 


Report of the Committee on Young People’s Work 

The epidemic of influenza greatly hindered the work planned by 
your Committee on Young People’s Work during the past year. 

Good results followed the observance of Enlistment Week and 
many were brought to Christ through the efforts put forth during 
“Win-My-Friend Week.” 

Several very successful rallies were conducted in different parts 
of our State under the leadership of Dr. Sly. At these, vital themes 
pertaining to Christian life and service were discussed by the young 
people themselves and prominent speakers gave inspiring addresses. 

Other rallies had been planned but the departure of Dr. Sly to 
the larger work of the Northern Baptist Convention prevented their 
carrying out. 

We wish to express our appreciation of the deep devotion and 
untiring labors of Dr. Sly. 

In closing this report we would express our pleasure in the 
return to our State of Rev. Wm. T. Thayer who becomes Director of 
Religious Education and leader of Young People’s Work. We pledge 
him the support of the young people of the Baptist churches in Con- 
necticut.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STATE OF RELIOION IN THE 

CHURCHES. 

It is evident from the reports of this Committee in former years 
that the writers recognize their inability to adequately set forth the 
condition of the churches in general. One scarcely realizes how dif- 
Icult the task is until one actually attempts to put into writing what 
is within the range of his knowledge. N5ne except the general work- 
ers comes personally in touch with the churches generally. It is 
impossible to form any opinion whatever from notes which appear 
in the denominational prefss. The newspapers give us nothing unless 
scandal occurs or that out of which it may be made to appear scan- 
dalous. The writer this year has sought the judgment of wise breth- 
ren in each Association, and has had response from all the Asso- 
ciations. The judgment of the condition of our work is therefore 
based largely upon the estimate given by men within the various 
Associations. 

The Ashford Association has evidently experienced a year of 
struggle. The membership shows a decrease. Sunday School work 
lags except in the three larger churches. There evidently has been 
no considerable effort toward evangelism. The prayer meetings are 
reported good. The problems of the Association relate mainly to the 
rural churches, five of which are pastorless. 

The Stonington Union Asociation is the most optimistic group of 
churches in the state. About half of the churches are pastorless, but 
a definite missionary program is in action looking to their care and 
arousement. About one-third of the churches made an effort of an 
evangelistic nature, and the Association as a whole shows a slight 
increase in membership. Prayer meetings are reported as fairly well 
sustained and earnest in nature. Again the rural problem is to the 
front, but with a definite effort to lessen it. 

The New London Association has ten pastorless churches, and 
has evidently suffered a considerable net decrease in membership. 
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There is also a loss in the Sunday School enrollment. One pastor 
says “We have yelled for the flag until we have forgotten the Cross.” 
Evangelistic efforts during the past year appear to have been few. 
There seems to be prospects of a number of such efforts during the 
coming season. It is noted again that the rural situation is distress- 
ing this group of churches. 

The New Haven Association, as one pastor put it, is “making 
a desperate effort to be hopeful under the circumstances.” The num- 
ber of baptisms reported being less than any year in the past 19 
years, while the number received by letter was less than the average 
for the past 19 years. Few churches appear to have' made any spec- 
ial evangelistic effort. The Bible Schools and prayer meetings evi- 
dently show a gradual falling off in attendance. 

The Fairfled Asociation reports a great many changes in pastor- 
ates. Again a net loss is registered in membership. There were but 
a few more than half the number of baptisms of the year previous. 
Some churches erased a considerable number of names from the list 
of members'. The Sunday Schools show a slight increase both in 
enrollment and attendance. There were a few evangelistic efforts, 
but not attended with marked success. Sunday evening attendance 
is mentioned as “decidedly discouraging.” Prayer meeting attendance 
is also spoken of as “poor.” 

The Hartford Association shows a slight net increase in mem- 
bership. Prayer meetings will average about as in other years. Little 
evangelistic effort appears to have characterized the work of the past 
year. A new program of effort on behalf of two of the rural churches 
is in action and promises well. 

At least two statements should be made which relates to the work 
in all the Associations: First, the small net increase or the decreases 
are in harmony with the entire work of all denominations during 
the past year. The denominational press has recently stated that 
“Last year’s gathering was poor in the churches of all denominations 
all over the land.” 'Second, financially the churches of the state have 
been doing more than ever hitherto. This fact is due to the emphasis 
which has been put upon the great necessities laid upon our denomi- 
nation. Our people have been giving in larger sums and oftener than 
previously, and more of them have been participating in the giving. 
This is most commendable and full of promise for the future. 

Summarizing the situation, we should say: First, that insufficient 
attention has been given to evangelism during the past year. The 
arousement of our people in the grace of giving is importanij, but 
nothing surpasses the importance of winning souls . Protestantism in 
Connecticut is facing as difficult a task as it has ever faced on this 
continent. Nothing but the Gospel of a Merciful and Forgiving God 
which is strong enough to change lives and cause men to trust God, 
will save us from a disgraceful degradation. There should be a special 
evangelistic effort in every church in Connecticut this season. Second, 
Our Bible School work is not in a healthful condition. The religious 
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training and tlie spiritiual condition of our young people should give 
us real concern. The need for a revival is nowhere seen in clearer 
light than as it is revealed in the indifference and carelessness of our 
youth in respect to religious things. G-eneral indifference on the part 
of older ones is being reflected in the youth at the present time. The 
Bible School no longer makes appeal to the young. Our efforts 
on their behalf should be very earnest. Third, the spirit of prayer 
does not seem to be throbbing with deep earnestness and expectancy. 
Our prayer meetings as a whole are below the standard mark. We 
need a revival of prayer for refreshing from on high. There should 
first of all be a wide-spread campaign of intercession. Spiritual 
power cannot be worked up; it must come down from heaven. Final- 
ly, brethren, we need a revival. We must have a revival. We do 
well to turn from all else and seek a revival. Let us leave the nature 
and the manner of its coming with God, only let us seek a revival 
Cleanse yourselves, and come before the Lord.

REPORT OP DELEGATES TO THE CONNECTICUT FEDERATION 

OP CHURCHES. 

Your committee on the State Federation of Churches would re- 
port the following as indicating the activities of the year. Last 
November Dr. H. J. White was elected President of the State Feder- 
ation. 

In the Legislature our Committee on Sunday Legislation, under 
the lead of Dr. R. H. Potter, made a fight against the Sunday Movies 
and we were beaten. 

The Executive Board has sent letters tb the President of the 
United States and Senators of Connecticut in favor of the League of 
Nations. 

Under the auspices of the Federation, a conference on Social 
Service was held in the Berkeley Divinity School in Middletown, which

was well attended and in which many instructive and inspiring papers 
were presented. 

We were represented by delegates in the Annual Meeting of the 
New England State Federation, which was this year combined with 
a Conference for the launching of the Interchurch World Movement 
in New England. At a meeting of Connecticut people at this Con- 
ference, it was the unanimous sentiment that the Federation ought 
to take a leading part in the Interchurch World Movement in this 
State, and that the Federation would need a salaried Secretary, so 
as to command more work than could be done by busy men in the 
time which they could steal from other engagements. 

Later a Conference was held of the Executive Board of the State 
Federation and the Hartford City Federation, at which it was agreed 
that the two organizations should if practicable, employ one Secretary 
who should divide his time between the two organizations. The organ- 
izations will meet on the 17th and will probably take definite action. 

There have been informal negotiations with the general ofidcers 
of the Interchurch Movement, looking toward the employment of one 
man for the three organizations. 

At the request of the Interchurch Movement, the Executive Board 
of the State Federation has appointed an Advisory Council for the 
Rural Survey undertaken by the .Interchurch Movement.

Report of the Pastor-at-Large 

To The Connecticut Baptist Convention: 

Dear Brethren:— 

In this, my first report to the Convention as Pastor-at-Large, I 
wish to thank you for the honor conferred upon me through your 
Board of Trustees, and the confidence expressed in me by the ap- 
pointment to this important office. I accepted the call with the hope 
that I could be helpful to the churches needing such service and 
thereby contribute to the strengthening of the weaker churches fof 
the local work, the Convention interest and the world-wide task. 
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My work began with the Federated Church, Norwich, which is 
a union of the Third Norwich Baptist Church and a nearby Methodist 
Church. The federation thus far is working smoothly and gives 
evidence of being permanent. The Baptist church is the stronger of 
the combination. The Methodist Conference contributes $200.00 a 
year to the current expenses of the federation. I spent the month of 
March with them as acting pastor, preaching on Sundays, attending 
Bible School and Young People’s Meetings, conducting the mid-week 
prayer meeting, and attending to the minor duties belonging to the 
pastorate. On the last Sunday of the month, we put on an Every- 
Member Canvass. The budget for local expenses, side by side with 
apportionments for missions, was sent to each member and a house 
to house visitation was made by Committees going two by two. The 
results surprised and pleased the people and gave them confidence to 
believe that with the aid of the Convention, a pastor could be secured 
and a living salary paid. The church called Rev. R .D. Trick of 
Essex to the pastorate. He and his wife are rendering a splendid 
service The Federated Church has a brick building in good 
condition, situated in the heart of the section known as Greenville. 
The nearest Baptist church is the Central, nearly two miles away. 
The Congregational church and the Episcopal are the only other Prot- 
estant churches in that section of the city and have no evening 
service or prayer meeting, and it is evident that a church with a 
message and with a program such as the Baptists have, is needed in 
Greenville and ought to have a future that will justify the financial 
aid given it. The people believe in their church and are determined 
to make it a helpful force in the community. 

The month of March, with the exception of one Sunday, was 
spent with the Calvary Baptist Church, Bridgeport. Its building is 
located a long distance from other Baptist churches in that city. My 
special duty was to fill the interim between pastorates, as 
they were looking for a permanent pastor. A similar program was 
followed as in Norwich. During the month, the church extended an 
unanimous call to Rev. W. A. Dalton, of Deerfield, Illinois, who served 
them as a student pastor a few years before. He and his wife began 
their service in the church in May and the “faithful” are looking 
forward to and working towards the making of a strong spiritual 
church. A church which had given but little to missions, rallied to the 
call of the hour and paid its apportionment in full to the National 
Societies and State Convention. 

Following these two pastorates, I was sent to the aid of the Six- 
Million-Dollar Campaign Committee, Mr. James L. Case, Chairman. 
My territory was New London and Stonington Union Associations. 

I went to the two churches above named and was gratified that they 
responded so generously. The Federated Church in Norwich, pledged 
the full amount of its allotment, $160. The Calvary Church, Bridge- 
port, was alloted $85 and pledged $116. Other churches visited in 
the interest of the Campaign, were the First Baptist Church, New 
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Britain; the First Baptist Church, Stonington, Deep River; the First 
Baptist Church, Meriden; and the First and Second, Stonington. 

Under the direction of the State Secretary, I served for one Sun- 
day or two, several churches with a view of helping in any way 
possible. During the seven and half months of my service,! have 
visited twenty-six churches of the Convention 

In June I was sent to the Grand Avenue Church, New Haven, 
which for a number of years has been supplied by students from 
the Yale School of Religion. Whilst the church has enjoyed the 
ministry of these young men, the conviction has deepened that the 
work needs the full time service of a settled pastor. Rev. R. Maples- 
den supplied for a time. During that period the question of repairs 
was discussed. The church voted to repair the whole plant. During 
my calls among the people, I found a spirit of dissatisfaction at the 
action of the church. Two business meetings were held and the 
whole question reviewed^ Dr. Coats was present at the first meeting, 
which after a long discussion adjourned without action. The dis- 
cussion cleared the air and brought the people together, and at the 
second meeting, the former vote to go ahead with repairs was unani- 
mously endorsed. The outside of the building has been stuccoed, the 
interior redecorated, and the Baq)tists in that section of New Haven, 
are proud of the great improvement in the appearance of their house 
of worship. During my stay with these brethren, I had the privilege 
of baptising two young men. The church hopes with the aid of the 
State Convention, to secure a pastor in the near future. A strong 
man is being considered at this writing. 

Nearly all the time I was in charge of the Grand Avenue Church, 
I also served the First Saybrook Church in Winthrop, forty miles 
away. The service was made possible by the use of an auto. The 
Sunday School and the Church services were held in the afternoon. 
In Winthrop I found an interesting situation. The church up to a 
few months ago, had a resident membership of two. Under the min- 
istry of Rev. R. D. Trick, then pastor in Essex, fifteen or sixteen 
young and middle-aged people were added to the church by baptism. 
We were hopeful that we could secure a pastor for the revived church, 
who could give more time to the field, conducting prayer meetings 
and making pastoral calls. At present, Winthrop is being supplied 
on Sundays by the Rev. B. U. Hatfield of Deep River. 

In September I assisted the Rev. H. D. Husted of the Rural Sur- 
vey Department of the Home Mision Society in making a survey in 
detail of three of our smaller churches with the object of selecting 
one of them for a “demonstration church,” that is, for the church to 
try out a program under the leadership of its pastor which would 
include a Community House open all the week to all the people of 
the locality, regardless of denominational affiiation or religious belief, 
that the recreation pastimes and other activities of the young people 
could be brought under the auspices of the church. If a program 
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of tliis nature is not adopted by our rural churches, they will lose 
their best opportunity to minister to the rising generation and in- 
crease its influence. The object is not to magnify the social at the 
expense of the spiritual, but it is to use the social that it might bring 
the people in touch with the spiritual. Mr. Husted says, that Con- 
necticut’s riiral problem is more complexed than that of the middle 
West, where he has been working. Many of our churches are small, 
pastorlesis and discouraged. The difficulty in securing men for these 
churches on the meager salary offered is great. In many instances 
communities are near enough to each other to make it possible for 
the churches to be served by the same pastor if convenient plans 
could be made — in brief to have small and convenient circuits. This 
would be advantageous to both churches and pastors, as the church 
could secure a worthy minister and the minister receive a living 
salary. It seems now with the lack of ministers that some such plan 
must be adopted or the churches lose out or disappear. In some cases 
a nearby stronger church could take the weaker one under its care 
and through its minister or a qualifled layman give them helpful 
service. It is possible that the Council of Church Federation may 
solve the problem of some of flelds which are over-chuched, by a 
mutually agreeable union, combining several weaker church into one 
strong one, which can minister to the spiritual needs of the locality. 

The situation among the Baptists is a serious one. We have 153 
churches in the state, and at present 35 of them are pastorless. A 
representative of the Interchurch Movement at the Hartford Associa- 
tion, said “God must be kept in the country and the only way to 
keep Him there is through the church.” A pastorless church is like 
the multitude upon which Jesus looked with compassion, because they 
were like sheep without a shepherd. The word of Jesus is pertinent in 
our own state today, “Lift up your eyes to the fields for they are 
white already to the harvest.” “The harvest truly is plenteous, but 
the laborers are few. Pray you therefore the Lord of the harvest, 
that He will send forth laborers into His harvest.” 

My gratitude is due the Convention, which in conjunction with 
the Home Mission Society, sent me to Denver to attend the Pre-Con- 
vention Conference for “Spiritual Power and Re-Construction” and 
the Northern Baptist Convention. This trip was one of pleasure and 
of profit. In company with Dr. Coats, I have visited the six Associa- 
tions of our state, and in five of them, have spoken on “The Mile 
High Convention as a part of the program of information concerning 
the action of the Denver Convention regarding changes in organiza- 
tion and the One-Hundred^Million-Dollar Campaign. 

I have enjoyed my work during these months and hope the good 
done has been at least equal to the pleasure in serving.

Rev. G. R. Atha led the devotional services, using Phil. 3 — 
Pressing toward the mark. 

Rev. C. L.. Fisher, D. D., presented the following resolu- 
tion : 

Whereas, There is now pending before the United States Congress 
a Bill presented by Senator Capen, of Kansas, and Congressman Dyer, 
of Missouri, which provides for making Ismching a federal crime, and 
asks for an immediate and thorough investigation of all recent cases 
of lynching and moh violence, and for an adequate punishment of the 
perpetrators: Be it therefore resolved. That The Connecticut Bap- 
tist Convention assembled in its Ninety-iSixth Annual Session, with 
the Central Baptist Church of Norwich, hereby certify its endorse- 
ment of the bill, and instruct the General Secretary to wire the United 
States Senators and Representatives from this State, requesting that 
they give their support to the same.

Rev. J. G. Ward presented the printed report of the His- 
torical Committee. 
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REPORT OF the historical COMMITTEE 
Chatham and Haddam. 

Many years previous to the organization of the Church at Haddam 
a few Baptist families resided in that town. As early as 1792 some 
individuals belonging to these families united with the Chatham Bap- 
tist Church, which was apparently organized in 1784. These members 
became a “Branch,” and increased gradually. 

Up to 1809 the Chatham Church is mentioned alone; but in that 
year it is called “The Chatham and Haddam Church,” apparently indi- 
cating that that year the “Branch” became a member in the partner- 
ship. This continued till 1822 when the Church at Haddam was 
recognized by a Council as a separate Church, and Chatham once 
more appears alone in the Minutes. 

Rev. Solomon Wheat was pastor from 1811-14, and during that 
time fourteen were added by baptism. The Baptists in Shailerville 
(Haddam) were more numerous than the East Hampton part, for 
they had sixty-one members in 1814. 

In 1817 Rev. Amasa Smith was the pastor of the Chatham and 
Haddam Church, and Simeon Shailer was a licentiate; the latter be- 
came well known in the work of the State Convention; but it should 
be remembered that he began his work and received his license in a 
Church that lost its existence many years ago. 

In 1817 four were baptized, five restored, and one received by 
letter, bringing their number to one hundred and one; that year they 
joined with other Churches in forming the New London Association. 

1818 they report having no pastor, but Rev. Solomon Wheat and 
Rev. William Welch are mentioned as ordained ministers on the field, 
and Simeon Shailer as a licentiate. Rev. S. Wheat was a stated 
supply for the first part of the year, and Rev. W. Welch for the latter 
part. It must have been a year of refreshing, for nineteen were bap- 
tized and nine restored; their numbers were one hundred and twenty- 
six. 

Rev. W. Welch was called to the pastorate the latter part of 1818 
and remained as pastor until 1821, when he and Rev. S. Wheat are 
both mentioned as ordained ministers in the place; and both are so 
mentioned until 1829. 

Discipline had been exercised and their numbers were reduced to 
one hundred and four members. 

By 1826 a serious decline had been going on, for their numbers 
were only sixtyminej and the Association resolved that ‘ In view of 
the languishing condition of the Churches in Chatham, Salem and 
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Lisbon, that is be recommended to the other Churches in this Asso- 
ciation to assist them so far as may be by occasionally sending their 
pastors to Idbbr with them in word and doctrine.” 

Their numbers remained at sixty-nine till 1829 when they report 
sixty-five members; and the Association a,ppointed a committee of 
“five brethren to visit the Church at Chatham; inquire into their situa- 
tion, and give them advice, and make report to our next session.” 

In 1830 the committee reported favorably, and it was resolved to 
continue the Church on the Minutes. No record was made that year; 
but in 1831 it is recorded, “The Church at Chatham having become 
extinct voted to also drop the name from our records.” 

According to the history of Middlesex County, published in 1884, 
the East Hampton Baptists had a house of worship north of the Lake, 
and a later one which was standing until just before 1884 in the garden 
at that time belonging to B. B. Hall. 

The Haddam Branch, (Shailerville), of the East Hampton Church, 
was organized as a separate Church in 1822. Elder William Welch 
was pastor for many years prior to his death in 1838. After his death 
the Church declined, and in a few years became extinct. It appears 
in the Association Minutes for the last time in 1842.

REPORT OF THE OBITUARY COMMITTEE 

It is well for us to pause for a moment and think together of 
some of our fellow-laborers who have been promoted to a nobler 
service in the immediate presence of their Lord. 

Rev. George W. Remington 

Rev. G. W. Remington was born at Meridith, N. Y., July 16, 1842, 
educated at the Franklin Institute, N. Y. ; ordained at Hancock, N. 
Y.; later pastorates were at Fort Crane, Richmondville and Teed- 
ville, Ni Y.; Delmar, N. J., and Colebrook, Conn. He died at Winstbd, 
Conn., Dec.' 20, 1917. 
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Rev. John S. Lyon, D. D. 

Dr. Lyon was bom at South Londonderry, Vt., in 1864; he was 
graduated from New York University and taught for several years 
in the Friends School in the Borough of Manhattan. His pastorates 
were at Fair Haven, Vt., Bristol, Conn., May, 1893-Jan. 1, 1900, at the 
Second Church, Holyoke, Mass., 19004914; it was here that he did 
his great work. In 1914 he resigned his pastorate and accepted the 
position of managing director of the Holyoke Chamber of Commerce, 
and held the position for one year because of some great civic projects 
in which he was greatly interested. In 1915 he accepted the position 
of field secretary of the Board of Education of the Northern Baptist 
Convention and had the difficult task of organizing and directing the 
financial campaign of our Baptist colleges. 

Dr. Lyon won for himself many friends in every field that he 
entered. By his warm-hearted genial spirit he drew men of every 
class to himself. He was a wide reader and had a clear philosophical 
mind, and was a preacher of unusual power. At Clarksburg, West 
Virginia, he heard the Master calling, and responded Nov. 18, 1918. 

Rev. Edwin S. Wheeler 

Nov. 5, 1918 from the Soldiers home at Chdlsea, Mass., Rev. E. S. 
Wheeler heard the call to his eternal home. He was born at Groton, 
Conn., August 4, 1836, ordained at Port Chester, N. Y., in 1860. He 
served during the Civil War as chaplain in the Army and afterwards 
held pastorates in Connecticut, Rhode Island, New Jersey and Massa- 
chusetts. At one time was assistant pastor with Dr. Lorimer at 
Tremont Temple. He was an able and useful minister of the gospel, 
holding the respect of all who knew him. 

Rev. Edwin M. Bartlett 

Rev. E. M. Bartlett was bom in Abbot, Maine, Dec. 10, 1837. He 
was ordained at Bethel, Me., and held pastorates in Livermore Falls, 
Bath, and Oakland, Me. ; he served the Merrimac, Athol, First Holyoke 
and West Bridgewater Churches in Massachusetts. He was also pas- 
tor at Vergennes, Brandon and Wilmington, Vt.. His last charge was 
at Canton, Conn., 1910-13, where he resigned because of ill health. 
His splendid manhood, his sympathetic spirit, his capacity for friend- 
ship and his tactfulness made him a successful pastor all through life 
and won him a host of friends, who mourn his departure, which 
occured Nov. 7, 1918. 

Rev. George Ringrosc 

After an illness of five months. Rev. George Ringrose was called 
from his pastorate at Old Lyme to enter upon his rest, April 26, 1919. 
He was born in London, England, 1843, educated at Spurgeon’s Col- 
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lege, and ordained at Lancaster, Penn., 1879; but bad been an evan- 
gelist for sixteen years before bis ordination. His pastorates were 
Lancaster, Penn., Westmorleland, N. H., Dover Plains, N. Y., and 
since 1912 at Old Lyme. He was tbe autber of many tbeological 
books, and was bigbly esteemed by all wbo knew bim. 

Rev. Edwin Winter Husted 

Rev. E. W. Husted was born in Brooklyn, N. Y., 1960, converted 
at tbe age of 12 and united with tbe Bedford Avenue cburcb. He 
entered upon tbe study of law, but being convinced of bis call to tbe 
Cbristian ministry be entered Colgate University and was graduated 
in 1885. For tbirty-tbree years be rendered distinguished service as a 
minister of Jesus Christ, serving churches in Montrose, Penn., New 
London, Conn., 1889-91; Meriden, Conn., 1891-99; Tarrytown, N. Y.; 
Danbury, Conn.; and tbe Tremont Cburcb, Borough of tbe Bronx. 

February 28, 1919, after an illness of three or four days from 
influenza be was suddenly called borne. Mr. Husted was tbe best 
product of our city life — tbe product of Cbristian influences reaching 
back for generations. He reflected tbe culture of a great city in tbe 
breadth of his sympathies and in tbe polish of bis manners. His 
culture, quickened and consecrated by bis own religious experience 
and call to deflnite Cbristian service. He was warm and affectionate, 
intense without being bigoted, whose sweet reasonableness made his 
convictions attractive to others. His ministry was characterized by 
pulpit ability of more than usual power, but primary by the true 
shepherd instinct. He was an ideal pastor. 

Rev. T. Pearl Briggs 

Mr. Briggs was an old time Baptist minister, formerly of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., and later a resident of Cliftondale, Mass., where he 
passed to bis reward July 19, 1919. He was in bis eighty-third year. 
He was born in Michigan. His pastorate in Connecticut was at Norfh 
Ashford, 1894-1900. He held other pastorates and the last year of bis 
life was dividing the time between Athol and Orange, Mass. 

Rev. Louis John Bamberg 

Rev. L. J. Bamberg was born in New Haven, Conn., Jan. 16, 1867, 
united with the Grand Avenue cburcb, March, 1890, licensed by that 
cburcb, April 6, 1894, graduated from Crozer Seminary 1897, ordained 
at South Woodstock, Conn., Aug. 31, 1897, and continued that pas- 
torate until May 5, 1901. Other pastorates have been Holyoke, Mass., 
May 12, 1901-May 5, 1903; Lakeport, N. H., Oct., 1903-July, 1908; 
Montpelier, Vt., Oct., 1908-Dec., 1911; Saco, Me., Dec. 3, 1911-March, 
1918; Winsted, Conn., March, 1918, until he was called higher, August 
2, 1919. He was a good man and a faithful minister and had. gained 
a great influence in his short pastorate at Winsted. 
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Rev. Zacharias Clark Marten 

Mi\ Marten entered into rest Aug. 18, 1919, at his home at Lake- 
wood, N. J., in his 70th year. He was born in Philadelpihia, licensed 
by the first German church of that city in 1971, graduated at Roches- 
ter, 1877, after completing courses in both German and English de- 
partments; ordained June, 1877, by the First German Church of Erie, 
Penn. Succeeding pastorates were with the German Church, New 
Haven, Conn.; then he was German State Missionary for Connecti- 
cut, 1882-83; pastor of the American Church, Cromwell, Conn,, a part 
of 1883; German Church, Brooklyn, N. Y., 1883-85; Bennington, Vt., 
1885-90; Asbury Park, N. J., 1890-93; Atlantic Highlands, Laurelton, 
N. J., and Elizabeth, Penn, His active ministry closed in 1914, but 
since that time he has borne quiet yet convincing testimony to the 
power of Christ. 


Rev. James Dewey Tucker 

Rev. J. D. Tucker died at West Haven, July 21, 1919, aged 82. He 
had resided there many years, was clerk of the Phelps Memorial 
Church, and in the present Church, organized in 1816, was honorary 
deacon for life. His cheerful smile and encouraging word will be 
much missed. He was long in the employ of the street railway com- 
pany.

Rev. Robert B. Fisher 

Rev. R. B. Fisher entered into rest at Springfield, Mass., Dec. 11, 
1918. He was born at Mt. Carroll, 111., Nov. 21, 1863, graduated from 
Beloit College in 1888, and from Crozer Seminary in 1892. He was 
Baptist City Misionary in Hartford, Conn., 1892-94; pastor at Holm- 
del, N. J., Nov., 1894-July, 1905, at Methuen, Mass., July, 1905-May, 
1912, at Carew Street, Springfield, Mass, until called home Dec. 11, 
1918. For the last year he was also superintendent of the Baptist 
Foreign Work for Springfield and vicinity. He was the incarnation 
of common sense and Christian courtesy, and was loved as few men 
are loved by his brethren in the ministry. As a preacher he was 
strong, clear and forcible. As a citizen he entered heartily into all 
that made for better citizenship. As a friend he was loyal and true. 

Rev. W. N. Norton 

In the sudden death of Rev. W. N. Norton, the Messiah Church 
of Bridgeport has sustained a loss that will be difficult to fill. He 
was a wise leader, a faithful pastor and a strong preacher who for 
more than thirty years, from the organization of the Church has 
directed the activities of this important body among the Colored 
Churches in Connecticut. By his sterling qualities, consecrated ser- 
vice and wide vision Mr. Morton won for himself the affection and ad- 
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luiratioii of the Baptists in the State. He was for a term of years 
an honored member of the Board of Directors of the State Conven- 
tion. His last Sunday on earth was spent in preaching. He was born 
in Virginia, educated at Richmond Theological Seminary and Howard 
University; ordained in Zion Baptist Church in Virginia, May, 1888, 
and came to Bridgeport, July, 1888, and called to his reward January 
23, 1919. 


Rev. Langley Barnas Sears 

Among the victims of the influenza in January, 1919, was Rev. 
L. B. Sears, pastor of the Congregational Church, Monson, Mass. 
Mr. Sears was a graduate of Rochester Theological Seminary in the 
class of 1896; ordained at the Rockford Baptist Church, 111. He 
served this Church for two years and then became pastor of the 
Groton Heights Church, 1899-1905. That year he united with the 
Congregational Denomination and has held several pastorates in Mass. 
He was a grandson of the late Dr. Bamas Sears, a former president 
of Brown University. 

Rev. Frank Lewis Knapp 

Rev. F. L. Knapp was suddenly called home April 4, 1919, from 
Seville, Ohio. He was born at Edwardsburg, Mich., in 1849; graduated 
from Colgate University, 1975, and from Hamilton Seminary, 1878. 
He was pastor at Lowville, N. Y., five years; Danielson, Conn., 1884- 
1892; Milford, N. H., ten and one-half years'; Lebanon N. H., nine 
years; and at Seville, O., seven years, making forty yeans of active 
service during which time there was never a day without a pastorate. 
He was greatly respected and will be sadly missed by the many in 
the fields where he has labored. 

Rev. Wallace Crocker 

Mr. Crocker v/as born in New London, Conn., April 10, 1845; 
ordained Feb. 11, 1874, at South Colebrook, Conn., and served this 
Church from 1874-75. He was pastor at Groten, Vt., 1875-79; East 
Canaan, N. H., 1879-81; Moodus, Conn., 1881-83; Pondville, Vt., 1883- 
85; Montville, Mass, 1885-87; Lyme, Conn., 1887-88; Bolton Landing, 
N. Y., 1890-92; Lake Placid, N. Y., 1892. He entered into rest February 
11, 1919. 


Rev. Orison Clark Sargent 

From his earthly home in Concord, N. H., the soul of Rev. O. C. 
Sargent entered the unlimited service of his Lord, Feb. 20, 1919. He' 
was bom at Pittsford, Vt., Oct. 1, 1849; graduated with honor from 
Colgate University, 1875, and from the Seminary, 1878. The same 
year he was ordained at Jewett City, Conn., where he was pastor until 
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1884. He also held pastorates at Randolph, Mass., ,1884-88; Second 
Avenue, N, Y., as assistant pastor, 1888-89; Claremont, N. H., 1889- 
1901. He was Secretary and Superintendent of the New Hampshire 
Convention, 1901-1914, retiring the latter year in broken health. He 
spent his closing years in travel, in writing for periodicals and in sup- 
plying the Churches which he loved. His Christian course was com- 
panionable, cheerful, courageous, consistent and consecrated He was 
a big brotherly soul who “lived in a house by the side of the road 
and was a friend to man. 

Many other faithful workers have been called away; their names 
are we trust in the Book of Life, and are worthy of record here. But, 
only a few have come to the notice of your Committee. 

Among the number was Colonel Charles W. Gale, a worker in 
the Central Baptist Church, of Norwich. He organized and conducted 
the Church orchestra, and took a prominent part in the men’s bible 
class. Very suddenly was he called away May 21, 1919. 

Mrs. Hattie E. Genung, well-known in the service of the Women’s 
Baptist Home Mission Society, throughout the state, departed this 
life at South Manchester, April 10, 1919. Her activity in Women’s 
Home Mission work in Connecticut began in 1885, when her husband. 
Rev. G. F. Genung, was pastor in New London. This service was 
interrupted while she was engaged with her husband in teaching at 
the south, but was resumed on her fixing her residence at Suffleld in 
1890. A series of lessons for mission study, “Evenings with Mis- 
sions,” compiled by her, was published by the United Society of 
Christian Endeavor and widely used in missionary circles. In her 
work of inspiring mission interest she visited nearly all the Baptist 
churches in the state, and was beloved and appreciated for her zeal, 
irtelligence and good judgment in mission and apportionment matters. 

Macedonia Church, Ansonia, has lost three loyal and faithful 
members', including Deacons Anthony, Starkes and James Coleman. 

Deacon Arthur Boardman of Cromwell died March 26, 1919, aged 
79 years and 11 months. He had been church clerk many years. He 
and the late Deacon Stevens were called “Aaron and Hur.” 

Katherine S. Webber died July 30, 1919, one of the oldest and 
most beloved members of the Deep River Church and daughter of 
Rev. Nathan Emery Shailer. 

Emma C. Ventres died in Haddam June 15, 1919, aged 73, a mem- 
ber 53 years. 

The First Church, Meriden, reports Daniel Murdock, killed in 
action in France, and Mrs. Seth J. Hall, aged 85, many years a Sunday 
school teacher, faithful supporter of the church, and a blessing to 
her friends. Other valued members were taken. 

The Montowese Church, New Haven, has lost among many, 
Thomas Goddard Wright, Ph. D., an honored member of the Yale 
Faculty, whose ancesters for several generations were Baptist min- 
isters. He died March 8, 1919, aged 34, and greatly lamented. 
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Yalesville reports the death of Edward Hitchcock, aged 25, and 
Mrs. Andrew Schwab, aged 87. 

The First Church, Waterbury, reports the death of eight, including 
Josiah McWhinnie and Mrs. Alexander Johnston, who was a daughter 
of Deacon Peter C. Durham of New Haven.

Committee. 

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 

LAYMEN’S COMMITTEE 

Mr. President and Members of the Convention: 

The task assigned to the Laymen’s Committee since its report 
to the last Annual Convention, has been that of raising Connecticut’s 
share of the Victory Campaign Fund. The sum of approximately 
$84,000 was apportioned to this State, to which sum approximately 
$6,000 was added by the Executive Committee of the State Conven- 
tion, making a total amount of $90,000 assigned to Connecticut Bap- 
tists. 

Cbmpaign officers were assigned to each Association, and during 
the campaign week in April, a consistent effort was made by solicitors 
to secure the desired amount. 

The first campaign closed on May 1st, at which time pledges 
amounting to $46,096 were received. The second part of the cam- 
paign followed the May meetings, and since that time a sum of $20,- 
190.46 has been pledged, making a total to date of $66,286.46. There 
remains unpaid the -sum of $23,835.73, and the same should be paid 
in to State Treasurer Chambers on or before November 1st. 

This is not the time, place, or occasion in which to discuss the 
reason for the failure of the Committee to raise the full $90,000. It 
is sufficient to say that we are $24,000 short of what our State should 
have subscribed to this grand fund. 

I desire to express my grateful appreciation for the services ren- 
dered by Committees throughout the State, and to each and every 
one at this time, my very sincere thanks. 
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With the completion of this fund, and the re organization of 
National and State Organizations, the work of the Baptist Laymen’s 
Committee will have ceased, and I would therefore ask that the 
Convention vote to consider the duties of the Committee ended when 
it shall have accomplished its work in connection with the collection 
of outstanding pledges to the Victory Fund. 

I regret exceedingly that it is impossible for me to be present and 
make this report in person to the Convention, but an engagement 
made in February last, compels me to be in Louisville, Kentucky, this 
month.

Rev. P. C. Wright presented the report of the Committee 
on Change in Constitution and By-Laws. 


An examination of Article II of the Constitution of the 
Convention, found on page 8 of the 1918 Annual, shows that 
the activities of the Convention as at present authorized, are 
confined to those objects merely local to the State of Connec- 
ticut. 

Recommendation (1)* of the Committee on Relationship 
between State Convention and the General Board of Promo- 
tion, suggests a world- wide activity. 

Recommendation (2) suggests particular activities of a 
general denominational character not confined to the State. 

Treating the Act of Incorporation (page 6 of 1918 Annual) 
as consisting of five paragraphs. The last five lines of the 
second of those paragraphs give ample authority to include 
the activities recommended above, viz (1) and (2) by express- 
ing them in tlie Constitution as essential objects of this Con- 
vention. The recommendations (1) and (2) can be complied 
with by amendment of Art. II of the Constitution by adding 
at the end thereof the words : 
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“and to act as the agent of the Baptist Churches and 
people of Connecticut in advancing the Kingdom of God every- 
where and particularly in promoting all the missionary, edu- 
cational and philanthropic interests of the Baptist denomina- 
tion,” 

The other recommendations of the Committee of Relation- 
ship can he complied with by making amendments to Article 
V of the Constitution and adding a new Article VI, providing 
for a State Board of Promotion and changing the number of 
the present Article VI to Article VII, and by amendments to 
the By-Laws, such as I have hereinafter pointed out. 

Amendments to the Constitution cannot be made at the 
coming annual meeting but must lie over for one year with 
notice, 

I would recommend that the Convention pass the follow- 
ing vote at the coming Annual Meeting. 

Voted, That the following Resolution be introduced at 
this meeting amending the Constitution of the Convention, the 
same to lie over for one year, and the duty of giving notice to 
their respective churches of the pendency of the said Resolu- 
tion, and that this vote including the proposed Resolution be 
printed in the Annual for this year. 

Voted, That the various amendments to the By-Laws of- 
fered be adopted. (See page ). 

Voted, That the resolution in regard to the change of Con- 
stitution shall lie on the table one year. 

Voted, That a temporary Board of Promotion be appointed 
this year to act until the Constitution is changed. 

Voted, That such changes in the By-Laws as needed to 
complete the work of the organization be refrred to the Board 
of Trustees. 

Voted, That the Executive Committee of the Board of 
Trustees be authorized to appoint the temporary Committee 
of fifteen women. 

At this point the Women’s Missionary Societies held their 
meeting.

The meeting was called to order by the retiring president, 
Rev. George R. Atha, who conducted a service of song and 
called on Rev. George H. Lester to lead in prayer. 

The Nominating Committee of Revs. H. M. Thompson, J. 
G. Ward and A. B. Todd, recommended the following officers, 
who were elected. 

President and Secretary as named abov'e. 

Trustees— Rev. H. S. Foster, Rev. J. G. Osborne. 

First Essayist — Rev. Henry D. Coe, of Bristol. Alternate, 
Rev. D. B. McQueen, of Bridgeport. 

Second Essayist— Rev. A. D. Carpenter, of _ Willimantic. 
Atlernate — Rev. William Ross, D. D., of New Britain. 

The secretary read the report of changes in the ministry, 
a summary of which follows : 

Three have been ordained and three have died, twenty- 
two have resigned without charge, six have changed pastorates 
within the state, ten have gone to pastorates or other lines of 
Christian work outside of the state and twenty-five have come 
to pastorates within the state from other states. 

The president introduced as many of the new pastors as 
were present to the conference and welcomed them to our fel- 
lowship. 

Rev. Edgar R. Hyde, of Middletown, read a splendid paper 
on the subject “The Grounds of the Hope of Immortality.” 
It would be dicfault to do justice to such a paper or to give 
any adequate impr^ession of the effect which it produced. ^ It 
was particularly timely as the essayist said in his introduction, 
from the fact that in these last few months thousands of people 
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have been brought face to face with thoughts of Eternity 
Through Belfef in Jesus death has been robbed if its terrors. 

Some of the chief grounds for belief in immortality are 
the Universality of the belief, a conviction in all races of men 
that life does not end with this pre^nt existence. It is incon- 
ceivable that in an honest universe ruled over by an honest 
power such a conviction could be false. 

It is inconceivable that man, the crowning work of crea- 
tion is less eternal than matter. Mans belief in his relationship 
to Grod compels his belief in the immortality of his own life. 
The fact that this life is too brief for the realization of man’s 
hopes and ideals compels the belief that man’s day of oppor- 
tunity must be extended. We cannot understand the mean- 
ing of life here if there is no hereafter. It is impossible to 
think of this world as a good world if we do not believe in 
immortality. A greater reason still for this belief is the fact 
that Jesus and His disciples definitely and positively taught 
such a belief, and the greatest of all reasons is that Jesus 
Himself rose from the dead “and became the first fruits of 
them that slept.” The certain discovery of Christ’s Resur- 
rection changed the discipleg, after His deaths from timid and 
disheartened men to men of such confidences and power that 
they permeated the pagan world of their day with the Grospvl 
of this risen Christ. 

The paiper was commended very highly by several who 
spoke in appreciation. 

A rising vote of thanks was giv^n the essayist. 

Dr. Stillwell, the Secretary of Evangelism for the N. B. 
C., who was expected, could not be present at this session, so 
Rev. A. B. Coats, the State Secretary, was called on to lead 
a discussion in regard to matters in our state work. He laid 
special emphasis on the plan to have all money for denomina- 
tional work sent to the state offices rather than to the treas- 
urers of the various societies as formerly. 

A discussion on Evangelistic plans and efforts followed. 
Reports showed that in several sections of the State work of 
this kind was already in progress, or planned for. About 
twenty-five men volunteered for work in the smaller commun- 
ities during the coming months. 

It was felt by those present that the session was one of 
the most profitable ever held.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE STATE DIRECTOR OF THE 

W. A. B. H. M. S. 

Last April our State Director, Mrs. W. J. Sly, was obliged to re- 
linguish her work here, owing to removal from the State. She has 
been, and will continue to be, greatly missed, having proven herself 
an enthusiastic leader. Miss Mary L. Howard, State President, with 
the assistance of the Association Directors, assumed the duties of this 
office. In October, Mrs. W. T. Thayer, having just returned to the 
State after an absence of two years, was appointed State Director. 
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Other changes have taken plac in the personnel of our State oflBcers 
this year. Mrs. Isaac Glazier, who has served most efficiently as 
treasurer for many years, resigned, and Miss Rosa O. Hall, of Willing- 
ton, was elected in her place. Mrs. Sherman Perry, Secretary of 
Young Women’s Work, and Mrs. A. B. Churchill, Secretary of Junior 
Work, having left the state, were obliged to give up their offices. We 
appreciate the excellent service these women have rendered, and 
trust some other field may be helped by their faithfulness and ability. 

Mrs. George P. Genung, for many years State Director of the 
Society, passed to the higher life this year. Her memory is a sweet 
fragrance to those who knew her, and we who are carrying on the 
work in which she labored so nobly, are finding the way easier and 
smoother because of her faithful toil. A quotation found in one of 
her books after her death seems to express the rule and motive of 
her life. “It seems to me that we have only to live good, kind, sweet- 
tempered lives, and be ready for our work when it comes.” 

A new missionary has come to take up work among the Italians in 
Waterbury, Miss Edith Tidmus, a graduate of the Chicago Training 
School. Our Society has, with her coming, four missionaries in Con- 
necticut, Miss Bridgman of Meriden, Miss Gage of Hartford, and Miss 
Ward of New Haven. 

The Sixth Annual Meeting of the Society was in Stamford, April 
25th. At this meeting the loving cups presented to the churches 
which won first place in the State Reading Contest were conferred as 
follows :

ANNUAL REPORT OF STATE SECRETARY. 

Twice in succession have the months multiplied themselves into 
the sum of a year since our last assembling together. Notwithstand- 
ing the omission of one service for the first time in nearly half a, cen- 
tury, no evidence of waning interest in our work, nor of lessening 
conti ibutions appear upon the records. Sixty-four W^omen’s Circles 
and seventy-two Mission Study Classes are maintained in our one hun- 
dred fifty-two churches. Sixty churches obtained their full Foreign 
Missionary apportionment, and sixteen of these forwarded their con- 
tributions quarterly. Sixty Sunday Schools (a gain of nine) are en- 
listed, and this is the only goal attained in the year April 1, 1918-April 
1, 1919. Twelve hundred ninety-one (1291) copies of “Missions” are 
presumably read in our families, forty-five (45) more than last year, 
and thirty-four hunded sixty-two (3462) women and girls are reported 
contributors out of a total registration of thirteen thousand three 
hundred forty-six (13,346) I’esident women and girls, slightly less than 
one in every four. 

By the statement that to secure Connecticut Women’s share of 
the New England Budget, largely increased offerings would be re- 
quired, our faith was tested, but generous individual gifts and enthus- 
iastic drives for full-apportionment raising, joined with state 
wide Victory Campaigns for $6,000,000, spelled achievement for Con- 
necticut. 

Our receipts for the year April 1, 1918 to April 1, 1919 were: 

Percentage from Apportionment $8,736.00 

Individual Oifts 4,020.00 

Special — designated offerings 400.00 

Legacy — Mrs. Mary Goodyear, New Haven . . 60.00

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$4,250 Net increase over previous year (Largely resultant from 
individual giving). 

This sum represents nearly $1.00 per resident Baptist women and 
was an inspiring record for the annual District meeting last April 
in Providence, as was also the information that the Mission Study of 
Stamford Church had become the custodian of the trophy given by 
the District President for the highest percentage gained in the reading 
contest. We hope this honor will remain in Connecticut. The five 
books whose reading is required this year are: 

Inspirational!— “Challenge to Life Service.” 

Foreign — “Crusade of Compassion,” “Captain Bickel of the Inland 
Sea.” 

Home — “Christian Americanizatlion,” “Helping the Helper in 

Lower New York.” 

Changes in our ofidcial staff are noted. Mrs. C. H. Barrett was 
elected successor to Mrs. A. W. Brown, Secretary of Hartford Associa- 
tion, who in her turn succeeds as President of the Hatford Confer- 
ence. Mrs. G. B. Germond, who, much to our regret, has removed from 
Connecticut, and Miss Harriet Pish, after eighteen years of happy 
efficient service as Secretary of Stonington Union Association, has 
found it necessary to resign her position — Mrs. A. M. Brown of Jewett 
City, has been appointed in her place. Also, Mrs. A. L. Mulloy of 
Waterbury, replaces Mrs. C. S. Carter of Ansonia, as President of 
the Southwestern Conference . These changes do not represent losses, 
rather the enlistment of new women, who will add strength and dig- 
nity to our organization. The Southeastern Conference is fortunate 
in the retention of Mrs. J, D. Rough for its President, and the election 
of Mrs. Charles W. Gale, Honorary President 

Espeeid atient'en in requested from Ciicles and Associations to 
the Standards of Excellence and Efficiency. It is stated that only four 
churches in the New England District reported sufficient points to 
entitle them to a place upon the Honor Roll, not one of these is lo- 
cated in Connecticut. Ten times four are hoped for this year. Can 
we not report as least six, one from each Association? Careful study 
of “Missions” is advised, especially of Helping Hand Department, and 
adoption of uggestions and plans there given. We must not relax 
our efforts to obtain full church apportionments and quarterly pay- 
ments of the same as far as possible advancing our number of sixty 
for last year to one hundred for the present. 

Strenuous endeavor for the remaining five months are imperative 
lest we fail. The closing words of the official report of the Woman’s 
American Baptist Foreign Mission Society presented at Denver, has 
a message for every Connecticut woman: “We know that we can trust 
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that same divine leader who has led us safely and ever upward 
hrough the almost fifty years of our organized life and wfiose w'ldom 
guidance are being so earnestly invoked for our future.”

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CHARTER 


Passed May, 1820. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen- 
atives in General Assembly convened. That Asahel Morse, Caleb 
Moore, Joseph B. Gilbert, John Bolles, Hezekiah Huntington, Elisha 
Cushman, Noadiah Woodruff, David King, Jesse Savage, Pierpoiit 
Brockett David Bolles, Isaac Dwinnell, Eli Ball, George Mitchell, 
David Turner,, Jeremiah Brown, Asahel Otis, Jonathan Goodwin, Jr.] 
Orra Martin, Asa Talmadge, Chauncey Wheeler, Thomas Wh^leri 
Elijah Pilley and their associates, be, and they are hereby formed 
into, constituted, and made a body politic antT corporate, by the name 
of “The Connecticut Baptist Education Society,” and by that name 
they and their successors shall and may have perpetual succession, 
shall be capable of suing and being sued, pleading and being im- 
pleaded, in all suits of whatever nature soever may have a common 
seal and the same alter or change at pleasure. And may also have, 
purchase, receive, hold ond convey away estate, real personal, or 
mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed three thousand 
dollars. 

Sec. 2. The said Baptist Education Society may from time to 
time elect a president and such other officers and agents as they may 
find necessary or convenient; may elect and receive additional mem- 
bers; make by-laws respecting number, qualifications, and duties of 
their officers and members; prescribe the mocTe of election and admis- 
sion of members; the time, place, and manner of holding their meet- 
ings; The number necessary to form a quorum; and all other by-laws 
and regulations which said society may deem necessary for the gov 
ernment and due regulation of its concerns to promote and secure the 

essential oibjects of said Society, as expressed" in their Constitution 

not repugnant to the Idws of this State or of the United States. 

Sefc. 3. The first meeting of said Society shall be held at Hart 
ford, on the first Wednesday of May, A. D. 1821. 

Sec. 4. This act of fffcorporation, and every part thereof, may be 
altered, amended, or repealed at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 
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CONSTITUTION 


Article 1, This Society shall be known by the name of "The 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society.” 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to assist young 
men, who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in acquiring such 
mntal discipline and culture as shall render them more useful in the 
kingdom of Christ. 

Art. 3. This Society shal consist of such persons as pay into 
the treasury oen dollar or more annually; also of delegates from 
churches and auxiliary societies, which shall be entited to represen ta 
tion at the annual meeting as follows, viz. : Every church and auxil 
iary society contributing to the funds of the Society five dollars an- 
nually, shall be entitled to one delegate, and those contributing ten oi 
more dollars, two delegates. The payment of fifteen dollars in advance 
shall constitute membership for life 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall consist of a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor, and five 
Trustees, to be chosen annually in any manner the Society may 
determine. 

Art. 5. The officers of this Society shall constitute an Execu 
tive Committee to manage the concerns of the Society during its 
recess, to control its funds and property, to examine and admit can- 
didates to the benefits of the Society, and at every annual meeting 
of the Society, they shall make a faithful report of their doings the 
preceding year. 

Art. 6. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, 
and record the acts of the Society and of the Executive Committee, 
draw all orders on the Treasurer authorized by said committee, 
conduct the correspondence, give notice of meetings, and prepare the 
annual report of the Executive Committee to the Society. The Treas- 
urer shall have charge of the current funds of the Society, and pay 
them out only to the order of the Secretary; he shall also safely 
hold all bonds, notes, deeds, and other evidences of property beonging 
to the Society, giving ample security for these trusts. His accounts 
shall always be open to the inspection of the Executive Committee 
and Auditor, and he shall make a detailed report of the same quarterly 
to said Committee, and annually to the Society. Tne Auditor shall 
examine annually, or oftener, the accounts and securities of the Treas- 
urer, and certify the same. 

Art. 7. The Executive Committee shall, annually at its first 
quarterly meeting appoint a Finance Committee of three of its own 
memers who shall negotiate and invest all legacies, bequests, and 
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other permanent funds of the Society, unless otherwise provided by 
their donors, according to the laws of Connecticut concerning trust 
funds. 

Art. 8. The annual meeting of the Society for the election of 
officers and transaction of other business shall be holden during the 
week and at the same place of each meeting of the Convention. 
Special meetings of the Society may be called by the President, at 
the request of five members of the Executive Committee. The busi- 
ness of the Society may be transacted at all regular meetings by a 
majority of the members present. 

Art. 9. Every person admitted to the benefits of this Society 
must be a member of some regular Baptist church. He must produce 
a letter from said church, certifying his good standing, and its com- 
mendation of him as one callled to God to the ministry. He must 
satisfy the Executive Committee that he possesses gifts promising 
usefulness in the work; and he shall, furthermore, be recommended to 
the patronage of the Society by at least three regularly ordained 
ministers of the Baptist denomine tion. 

Art. 10. No person shall be aided by this Society unless he shall 
certify his intention to take the full course of study preparatory, col- 
legiate and theological, unless, in the opinion of the Executive Com- 
mittee, his age and circumstances do not admit of such a course; and 
the institutions in which beneficiaries pursue their ,«T,uc[ies shall be 
subject to the approval of the Executive Committee; and, voluntarily 
failing to enter the ministry, or for sufiBcient cause being dropped 
from the list of beneficiaries, he shall refund the money, with interest, 
he has received from the Society. 

Art. 11. The personal services of those who are appointed to 
manage the concerns of the Society shall be in all respects gratuitous. 

Art. 12. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Constitu- 
tion except at an annual meeting of the Society, by a two-thirds vote 
of the members present, written notice of the proposed change having 
been given and recorded one year prvious to its adoption.

Bridgeport, Nov. 12, 1918. 
During October, 1918, the influenza epidemic swept over 
Connecticut.

12. Dr. J. N. Lackey was elected chairman and B. N. Timbie, 
Secretary pro tern. 

The Treasurer’s report, properly audited, was presented 
and received.

President Nicholson appointed a Committee on Enroll-i 
ment and one on Nomination. 

Dr. Herbert J. White of Hartford presented a Resolution 
looking forward to a change in the Constitution which shall 
provide help for Young Women studying for definite Christian 
work. Action upon this Resolution will be taken at the Annual 
Meeting, 1920.

All who listened to these two addresses felt the respon- 
sibility of creating a new Service Flag in our Churches starred 
for those who enlist in definite service for the King of Kings.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

Norwich, October 13, 1919. 

The Executive Committee presents with justifiable pride the 
centennial report of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society. Poi 
one hundred years, this Society has been quietly but effectively carry- 
ing out its purpose, “to assist young men, who are called of God, to 
preach the Gospel, in acquiring such mental discipline and culture 
as shall render them more useful in the Kingdom of Christ. 
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It is well to pause, that the significance of this occasion stir our 
imagination and challenge our thought. There are far corners of 
the earth where Christian work would have been seriously delayed 
had you not helped to send the messenger with the Word of Life. 
How many soulis ip the homeland, through the years, have found in 
our Lord, the Way, the Truth, the Life, because you encouraged the 
messengers in their preparation for the ministry! Eternity will have 
a thrilling story to relate of your work through these faithful ministers 
of the Hospel of Jesus Christ. 

Your Executive Committee reports, however, that war and the 
resultant influences are no respecters of age. The Education Society 
begins its second century with a new outlook. 

The change in our Denominational Policies may include changes 
in our venerable organization. Consolidation seems to be the watch- 
word. The question confronting us is, will one large Educational 
Board do more and better work for our ministerial students than 
many separate, smaller organizations? On the surface, it would seem 
that the close, personal touch with the student might be lost in the 
large organization. 

June 17th, a very important meeting of representatives of various 
Educational Societies was held in New York for the purpose of deter- 
mining a more uniform method of financial help for our ministerial 
students and, also, to inquire what could be done to increase the 
amount of financial help given. Even a Centenarian has to face the 
High Cost of Living. No doubt it is a very serious matter with our 
students. If the special thank offering today is large enough, we may 
make glad the hearts of our young men who need the extra help. 

The Society helped only seven young men this year. This fact 
ought to challenge our churches. If a period of great material pros- 
perity follows the war, the chances are that recruits for the ministry 
will be fewer than in the early part of our Society’s history. 

Upon the Christian leaders in our state rests a grave responsibil- 
ity during the next few years. Missionaries and ministers must be 
ready for the unusual years juist ahead. 

We are pleased to announce that our list of students will un- 
doubtedly be larger next year. We ought not to he grateful for 
students enough to use the interest of our small invested funds, but 
seek students enough to call odr churches to Self denial on their be- 
half during their years of preparation for the ministry. 

It is the earnest hope of the Committee that the stirring addresses 
of our Centennial may arouse our churches to renewed effort for 
young lives dedicated specifically to the Christian ministry and mis 
sionary leadership. 

With genuine pleasure we announce that Dr. H. M. Thompson, 
pastor for many years at the Memorial Church, Hartford ,will bring 
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a brief historical survey of the one hundred years of the Education 
Society’s work, and that Dr. Frank W. Padelford and Dr. P. H. J. Ler 
rige will deliver the centennial addresses.

HISTORICAL SKETCH OF THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
EDUCATION SOCIETY. 

Our records go back to 1832. We learn from them in that yea., 
the Education Society requested that it’s minutes be incorporated in 
the State Convention Annual. Nothing is said about compensation for 
the privilege, but as the Society had not enough money to support 
its beneficiaries in any sort of shape, we suppose the admission of the 
records was a matter of grace and possibly regarded in the light of 
a contribution to a worthy cause. 

There has been some question as to when the Society was formed. 
But in the records of 1850 it is stated that the organization took place 
in May, 1818. The Constitution set forth clearly the object of the 
organization. “The object of this Society shall be to assist young 
men, who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in acquiring such 
mental discipline and culture as shall render them moi’e useful in the 
Kingdom of Christ.” The Minutes have a monotonous sameness, 
young men appying for aid, secretaries seeking at every Convention 
to arouse the churches to see the great need of rendering assistance, 
a depleted treasury, worthy young men assisted in a small way or 
regretfully turned away for lack of funds. 

In the earlier years we judge from the argumentlve efforts of the 
several secretaries, that there was considerable prejudice against an 
educated ministry. The church seemed to fear that intellectualism 
would prevent the operation of the Holy Spirit. But there were men 
who saw that unless active steps were taken to equip the rising 
generation of ministers intellectually as well as spiritually, the preach 
ers of the things of God would lose their grip upon the younger gen 
erations whose educational advantages were being constantly im 
proved. Gradually the prejudices wore away. The need of assistance 
to young men of promise was recognized. But in all the century, the 
work of the Society has not been held by the Churches at a proper- 
valuation. 

If I was free to give a list of the beneficiaries and could adequate- 
ly set forth their contribution to Christ’s work, we would rejoice that 
we had assisted these men, but at the same time we would feel 
chagrined that we had been so niggardly in their .support. Several

who are doing splendid work in the State today were assisted at a 
critical stage in their studies. But many have finished their earthly 
labors. They are among the great crowd of witnesses of our achieve- 
ments. 

Some names well known to us we will venture to mention. 

Vinton of Burmah was among the list in 1838. Who can properly 
appraise his value to the cause we hold dear. Rev. S. M. Whiting, 
pioneer worker among the Assamese. He closed his career in the 
pastorate of the Grand Avenue Baptist Church, New Haven. Rev. S. 
D. Phelps, D. D., author, poet and preacher, and father of children 
who adorn their profession of faith in Christ. E. Benjamin Andrews, 
eloquent author, brilliant writer, university president. These and a 
hundred like them in point of fidelity were aided by the churches 
through this Society and repaid a hundred fold all assistance rendered 
them. 

This sketch would not be complete without a reference to the 
school in Suffleld. The oldest published minutes in our possession, 
namely those of 1832, declare that a committee was appointed to take 
into consideration the subject of establishing an Academy for our 
denomination in the State. This Committee brought in it’s report 
which was as follows: “Resolved that a Committee of one Minister 
and three Laymen in each County be appointed to provide without 
delay the means for the establishment of a Literary Institution, on 
the manual labor plan in this State, under the direction of the Baptist 
Denomination, determine it’s location and appoint Trustees.’’ 

The following year it was repoi'ted that ten thousand dollars had 
been raised for the Academy and Suffleld was chosen as the site. A 
dollar in those day surely went as far as you could throw it. For 
in 1837 the charge to the students for washing of six pieces, board 
with tea or coffee was one dollar, twelve and a half "ients per week. 
Eliminating tea and coffee the charge was one dollar. Room rent 
was from fifty to seventy-five cents per term. 

Suffleld Academy from it’s inception performed a splendid ser- 
vice to the Denomination and greatly aided this society in the fulfil- 
ment of it’s mission. We see that Suffleld School .«v-as planted and 
fostered by our Baptist fathers and begun and carried on with Baptist 
money. 

One item more of interest regarding the beneficiaries. Until 
recent times the applicants for aid were almost entirely American 
boys. Lately few of American stock are applying. Why? The sons 
of Russia, Italy and Hungary are seeking the privilege today. Why?
